port  would  be  made  at  later  date. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  News  Release  he  had  sent  to  the  Newspapers 
concerning  Phase  3  of  Wage  and  Price  Controls,  in  which  he  stated  he  had  reported 
the  position  of  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  reflected  the  thoughts  expressed  by 
President  Meany,  which  was  that  the  AFL-CIO  had  advocated  abolition  of  controls 
because  of  failure  of  the  government  to  keep  prices  in  line  while  at  the  same 
time  restricted  wages.   President  Sullivan  stated,  as  the  food  industry  was  one 
still  under  control,  it  affected  recent  negotiations  of  his  Union,  but  said  he 
hoped  the  inequities  prevalent  would  be  corrected  by  new  setup  of  Advisory  Boards. 

Vice  President  Barron  spoke  on  the  Food  industry  controls  as  they  affected 
the  Retail  Clerks.   He  stated  he  felt  the  controls  should  "go  all  the  way  back  to 
the  source  of  food  products"  and  reported  difficulties  encountered  negotiating 
contracts. 

President  Sullivan  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  the  Council  wanted  to 
take  action  to  inform  President  Meany  that  it  believed  the  controls  should  not  be 
limited  to  only  food,  health  and  construction  trades,  but  to  all  industries. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  that  a  letter  stating  objection  to  inequities  be  sent 
by  Executive  Officers  to  President  Meany.   It  was  voice  voted,, 

President  Sullivan  reported  he  had  received  communication  from  Ralph  T. 
Liptak,  Chairman  of  the  Westfield  COPE  Committee,  regarding  closing  of  Division 
of  Employment  Security  Office  in  Westfield  and  stated  letter  of  protest  by  the 
^ecutive  Officers  had  been  sent  to  Governor  Sargent;  Director  of  the  Division 
z>x  Employment  Security,  Richard  C.  Gilliland;  Senators  Kennedy  and  Brooke,  and 
Representative  Silvio  Conte  in  Washington,  on  request  of  COPE  Chairman  Liptak. 

President  Sullivan  reported,  on  meeting  with  Urban  Planning  Aid  held 
at  Council's  office  concerning  the  proposed  State  Plan  of  O.S.H.A.   Vice  Presi- 
dent Farnham,  Chairman  of  the  newly-formed  Committee  on  O.S.H.Av  gave  a  further 
report,  in  which  he  stated  the  State  Plan  would  be  administered  by  the  State 
if  approved  by  the  Federal  Government.   In  view  of  the  technical  language  and 
size  of  the  Plan  (contained  in  four  volumes),  Chairman  Farnham  stated  it  was 
the  opinion  of  Committee  that  a  person  with  legal  ability  be  hired  to  peruse 
and  compare  the  Plan  with  the  existing  Federal  and  State  Laws  and  improvements 
that  had  been  recommended.   A  resume  of  a  young  lady,  who  has  the  qualifying 
educational  background  and  legal  experience  in  the  field  of  Occupational  Health 
&  Safety,  was  submitted  by  Urban  Planning  Aid  to  be  considered  by  the  Council 
to  be  hired  for  the  work  of  screening  the  State  Plan  and  estimated  time  involved 
was  figured  to  be  about  four  weeks  and  salary  of  $350  per  week  was  being  asked. 
The  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  it  was  felt  this  work  was  necessary  in  order 
that  the  person  hired  could,  highlight  sections  and  put  in  laymen's  language  any 
that  might  be  considered  harmful  to  the  labor  movement.   The  total  cost  of  the 
work  would  be  in  the  area  of  $1,400  or  $1,500  and  President  Sullivan  reported 
Al  Olerio  of  the  United  Auto  Workers  had  agreed  to  participate  in  the  funding 
with  the  Council  to  pay  $1,000  and  the  Auto  Workers  to  pay  the  balance.   Question 
was  raised,  by  V.  P.  Buff urn  as  to  availability  of  someone  from  AFL-CIO  in  Washington 
to  do  the  work,  but  was  informed  there  was  not,  as  every  State  is  concerned  with 
i\.Plan.   President  Sullivan  stated  person  considered  would  be  interviewed  before 
^•ing  hired.   A  short  discussion  on  the  various  aspects  of  the  Plan  as  it  affects 
the  injured  worker  ensued.   President  Sullivan  referred  to  News  Release  issued 
by  President  Meany  and  President  Abel  of  the  United  Steelworkers  on  action  taken 
hy   the  U.  S.  District  Court  against  the  Department  of  Labor's  attempt  to  enforce 
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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (continued) 

outdated  State  statutes  (cutoff  date  December  28,  1972)  which  are  not  up  to  Federal 
C\  Standards  and  could  affect  the  health  and  safety  of  the  worker.   Their  statement 
in  the  News  Release  pointed  out  they  welcomed  the  Court's  action  and  would  fight 
any  appeal  made  against  it.   It  was  agreed  that  the  Council  was  interested  in  the 
Governor  having  "enabling  legislation"  to  file  with  the  Department  of  Labor  in 
Washington.   Motion  was  made  by  Vice  Pres.  Stefani  that  the  Council  give  the 
necessary  permission  for  the  hiring  of  a  suitable  person  for  sum  of  $1,000  to 
make  report  and  suggestions  on  the  State  Plan,  as  need  indicated.   Seconded  and 
voice  voted. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  President's  report. 

SEC. -TREASURER'S    REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  the  latest  copy  of  the  Guide  Book  on 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  had  been  supplied  to  all  members  present. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  also  reported  that  he  was  setting  up  a  meeting  with 
the  Boston  Patrolmen's  Association  voted  on  at  previous  meeting  concerning  the 
Hospital  Employees'  Local  799  confrontation  with  police  and  the  use  of  police 
dogs  while  picketing. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  then  read  the  General  and  COPE  Fund  financial  reports. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  them.   Voice  voted. 

Sec. -Treasurer ' s  report  was  accepted  by  voice  vote. 

frCQPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 
^  COPE  Director  Callahan  reported  all  information  had  been  forwarded  to  the 

High  Schools  for  the  April  4th  Scholarship  Program.   Director  Callahan  also  stated 
letters  to  Local  and  International  Unions  concerning  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Pro- 
gram to  be  held  on  April  2nd  had  been  sent  out. 

Director  Callahan  stated  the  Education  Committee  had  met  on  January  5th 
and  topics  discussed  were  -  the  Scholarship  Program  -  the  Harvard  Trade  Union 
Program  -  and  the  Conference  to  be  held  at  High  Point  Motor  Inn  in  Chicopee  on 
April  5th  and  6th.   He  requested  that  names  of  those  who  plan  to  attend  to  be 
sent  in  as  soon  as  possible. 

Director  Callahan  stated  he  had  met  with  International  Vice  President  Flynn 
of  the  I.B.E.W.  in  their  Braintree  office  with  other  members  of  the  Committee 
which  had  been  appointed  to  see  if  they  could  get  the  telephone  workers  to  affili- 
ate with  the  Council.   (2,000  workers  from  Local  2312  merged  with  Local  2222, 
which  is  not  affiliated) . 

Director  Callahan  stated  he  had  received  a  request  from  AFL-CIO  in  Washing- 
ton to  meet  with  foreign  labor  representatives  on  February  7th.   He  reported 
he  would  bring  them  to  the  State  House  as  item  of  interest  and  information, 
after  which  visit  they  would  be  given  a  luncheon.

Director  Callahan  reported  the  Lawrence  Regional  Conference  is  to  be  held 
on  Wednesday,  April  25th.   Details  would  be  furnished  later. 

In  regard  to  a  letter  he  had  received  from  the  Mass.  Citizens  for  Fair  Re- 
districting,  Director  Callahan  reported  he  would  await  decision  of  Legislative 
Committee  before  making  any  comments.

'     Director  Callahan  also  reported  the  Washington  Housing  Conference  had  been 
postponed  from  February  7th  and  8th  to  April  11th  and  12th.   He  stated  Vice 
President  Cleary  is  desirous  of  having  Chairman  of  Urban  Affairs  meet  with  the 
Housing  Committee  and  reported  he  would  attempt  to  schedule  that  meeting. 

Director  Callahan  reported  on  a  Testimonial  Dinner  to  be  given  for  Sec- 
Treas.  Loughlin  at  the  Statler  Hilton  Hotel  in  Boston  on  Saturday,  May  19,  1973 
and  stated  letters  and  tickets  in  connection  with  same  would  be  sent  out  in  a 
month  or  so.   Director  Callahan  informed  the  Council  the  Chairmen  for  the  affair 
were  Vice  President  Lavin  and  Framingham  Labor  Council  President,  John  P. 
McDonald.   President  Sullivan  reported  he  wished  it  recorded  that  the  Council 
wants  to  cooperate  to  make  the  dinner  for  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  a  great  success. 
Motion  to  accept  President  Sullivan's  expression  of  cooperation  made  by  V.  P. 
Rush.   Seconded  by  V.  P.  O'Donnell  and  voice  voted. 

Vice  President  Dyson  made  motion  that  the  Council  purchase  five  tables  of 
10  each  at  $25  per  person.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

Director  Callahan  then  referred  to  two  bills  having  to  do  with  Blood  Donors  - 
House  Bill  No.  2751  providing  time  off  to  State  County  &  Municipal  Employees  for 
donating  blood  -  House  Bill  No.  2790  providing  tax  credits  to  employers  of  20  or 
more  persons  who  donate  blood  for  cancer  research.   There  was  much  discussion  on  the 
bills  and  it  was  agreed,  that  they  were  discriminatory.   Vice  Pres.  Barron  recom- 
mended that  the  Executive  Board  take  into  consideration  the  possibility  of  legis- 
lation applied  to  blood  donors  for  any  purpose  receiving  the  same  benefits. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  bills  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Officers 
and  Legislative  Director  for  whatever  action  deemed  necessary.   It  was  so  voted. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  COPE  Director  Callahan's  Report.   It  was 
so  voted. 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  Meeting  held  with  President  Wood  and  Joe 
Cass  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  regarding  the  reactivating  of  the  Ad- 
visory Council  to  Labor  Research  Center.   President  Sullivan  then  requested 
approval  of  Council  to  take  position  on  Trustees  Council  of  the  University  of 
Massachusetts.   None  opposed.   Report  accepted  by  voice  vote. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  stated  reports  had  been  sent  out  on  dates  of  hearings  on 
bills  by  Commerce  &  Labor.   He  gave  background  information  on  Offset  Bill, 
Workmen's  Compensation  Bills,  Employment  Security,  and  several  others.   Director 
Broyer  then  requested,  a  special  meeting  of  Council  Members  and  delegates  of 
affiliates  be  held  for  briefing  on  the  bills  that  would  be  coming  up  for  hearing 
on  March  15th  in  the  Gardner  Auditorium  -  Unemployment  Compensation  -  Offset  - 
Lockout  -  and  asked  that  all  cooperate  so  that  as  many  people  as  possible  attend 
the  briefing  on  March  14th  and  hearings  on  March  15th.   Motion  made  to  comply 
with  Director  Broyer 's  request  and  authorization  given  to  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin 
to  obtain  a  room  at  the  Statler  Hilton  Hotel  the  evening  of  March  14th  -  time 
scheduled  7:30  P.M.  -  to  cover  briefing  of  the  bills  in  question.   Seconded  and 
voice  voted.   Motion  then  made  to  have  time  of  the  March  Council  Meeting 
scheduled  to  be  held  on  March  15th  changed  from  10:00  A.M.  to  1:00  P.M.  -  with 
luncheon  prior  to  Meeting.   It  was  so  voted. 

Vice  President  Rush  reported  he  wished  to  be  recorded  as  against  the  One- 
Man  Guard  Bill.

Franklin  County  Labor  Council,  Greenfield  -  disbanded.   Accepted  by  voice  vote. 
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oGC-Treas.  Loughlin  read  newspaper  editorial  written  concerning  our  late  Vice 
President  McCarthy.   Motion  made  and  seconded  to  turn  it  over  to  Vice  President 
Sonsini.   It  was  so  voted. 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  guests  who  were  to  speak  at  the  Meeting  -  Brother 
Paul  Ornburn,  National  Representative  &  Associate  Director  of  the  AFL-CIO  Task 
Force  for  the  Burke-Hartke  Bill;  Brother  Robert  Wiseman  of  the  Amalgamated  Cloth- 
ing Workers  of  America,  AFL-CIO,  Dept .  of  Union  Label  &  Service  Trades;  Howard 
Doyle,  President  of  Council  41,  AFSC&ME ;  Erika  Pineault  of  Teachers  Assn.  and 
Vice  President  O'Donnell  to  talk  on  Mental  Health  programs. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  suspended  in  order  for  Legislative  Director 
Broyer  to  make  report  so  he  could  go  to  the  State  House  for  hearings  on  bills. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR  BROYER' S  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  predicted,  a  busy  session  ahead  and  said  there  are  a  lot 
of  bills  to  be  opposed  as  trend  is  to  put  down  labor.   He  reported  bill  was 
successfully  put  through  the  House  that  would  allow  home  rule  to  prevail  in  the 
purchase  of  uniforms  for  State  employees. 

In  the  matter  of  Unemployment  Compensation,  he  specifically  referred  to 
the  "Coury  Bills"  which  he  reported  are  detrimental  to  the  law  and  will  be  heard 
on  March  15th  along  with  the  Offset  and  Lockout  Bills.   In  regard  to  the  Offset 
Bill,  Director  Broyer  said,  in  no  way  could  he  see  a  person  making  more  in  retire- 
"ient  than  when  working.   He  said  he  hoped  the  attendance  at  the  hearings  on 
parch  15th  would  be  as  large  as  that  at  which  the  Building  Trades  legislation 
was  heard  on  prevailing  wages  and.  said  Vice  President  Weng  was  to  be  commended 
for  his  outstanding  job  at  the  hearings.   Director  Broyer  briefly  covered  in 
his  report  the  One-Man  Guard  Bill,  which  he  said  was  defeated.   On  the  Sunday 
Law  Bill,  he  said  what  we  have  to  do  is  protect  the  Bill  we  have.   He  also  re- 
ported there  were  several  bills  affecting  consumers  in  which  banks,  etc.,  are 
interested,  and  will  present  probelms.   He  reported  on  the  Lie  Detector  Test 
Bill  heard  on  January  22nd  and  said  it  does  strengthen  the  law  being  used  as  a 
condition  of  employment,  which  was  not  the  intent  of  the  bill. 

Vice  President  Sonsini  reported,  an  excellent  job  was  done  by  Legislative 
Director  Broyer  during  hearings  on  Building  Trade  Bills.   He  said  Director 
Broyer  made  a  fine  presentation  on  labor's  position  and  said  he  felt  no  com- 
mittee of  legislators  could  ever  have  ruled  against  it.   Vice  President  Sonsini 
commented  also  on  the  outstanding  job  done  by  Vice  President  Weng  in  denying 
allegation  of  discrimination. 

President  Sullivan  referred  to  bills  having  to  do  with  consumers  and 
said  he  was  setting  up  a  new  Committee  on  Consumers  Protection.   He  stated  he 
had  asked  Vice  President  O'Donnell  to  be  its  Chairwoman  and  if  there  was  any 
bill  having  to  do  with  consumers  to  make  sure  Vice  President  O'Donnell  receives 
a  copy.   He  also  remarked  on  the  fine  job  that  is  always  done  by  Vice  President 
Weng  not  only  as  a  member  of  the  Council  but  as  a  Meat  Cutter,  too. 

President  Sullivan  referred  to  the  Sunday  Law  and  requested  permission 
o  send  letter  to  all  members  of  the  Legislature^,  because  of  more  and  more 
violations  that  are  occurring,,  and  request  that  Vice  Presidents  O'Donnell  and 
Barron  be  allowed  to  speak  first  on  the  Bill  when  it  is  up  for  hearing.   He 

then  gave  brief  history  of  the  Sunday  Law  Bill  and  reported  it  was  impossible

^  Jo  get  law  enforced  by  Police  Department  because  of  small  amount  of  fines  levied 
for  offenses. 

Vice  President  Barron  reported  W. E.E.I,  was  pushing  for  support  of  bill 
eliminating  all  provisions  of  the  Sunday  Law  and  suggested  we  take  advantage 
of  opportunity  that  Station. W.E.E. I .  has  of  rebutting  its  position. 

President  Sullivan  made  recommendation  that  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  investi- 
gate policy  for  getting  equal  time  to  give  our  side  on  that  piece  of  legislation 
and  also  to  request  a  copy  of  the  Editorial  by  State  Representative  Lois  Pines. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  commented  on  the  Sunday  Law  passed  back  in  1963 
and.  said  a  statement  at  that  time  was  made  by  former  President  Belanger  in 
which  he  based  his  position  that  it  was  a  "religious  issue."   Vice  President 
O'Donnell  said  she  thought  it  might  be  in  the  file  at  the  Council's  office. 
(Files  not  kept  ten  years  back). 

Motion  made  to  accept  Legislative  Director's  report  with  recommendations 
contained  therein.   Seconded  and  voice  voted. 

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Callahan  reported  on  activities  of  Cope  &  Education  Department 
as  follows : 

Plans  completed  for  Labor  Seminar  April  5th  and  April  6th  at  the  High  Point 
fcilotor  Inn  in  Chicopee.   The  brochures  are  at  the  printers  and.  will  be  forwarded 
to  all  affiliates  when  completed.   Attorney  General  Quinn  will  be  the  speaker 
at  the  dinner  on  Thursday  night,  April  5th.   Director  Callahan  said  he  felt  the 
Seminar  would  be  a  successful  one  as  to  date  approximately  100  conferees  have 
forwarded  their  reservations  and  he  proceeded  to  read  the  program  set  up  for 
the  Seminar. 

Regarding  Housing  Legislation,  Director  Callahan  reported  bills  have  not 
been  given  numbers  as  yet,  so  it  has  not  been  possible  to  have  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee. 

The  film  "Rise  of  Labor"  is  proving  to  be  a  source  of  interest  to  high 
schools,   It  has  been  shown  at  South  Boston,  Brockton  and  Newton  High  Schools  and 
there  is  a  waiting  list  of  numerous  other  schools. 

The  Scholarship  Program  is  scheduled,  for  April  4th  and  interviews  for 
Harvard  Trade  Union  Program  are  scheduled  for  April  2nd. 

Vice  President  Litano  was  contacted  to  discuss  the  Senate  vacancy  in 
Pittsfield  area  because  of   resignation  of  Senator  Nuciforo.   He  reported 
the  Central  Labor  Council  will  not  participate  in  primary  but  will  keep  us 
informed  of  any  action  taken  in  the  election. 

A  meeting  with  President  Murphy  of  the  Postal  Workers  looks  promising  but 
at  the  present  time  financial  troubles  have  come  up  due  to  mergers.   He  and 
^Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  attended  the  meeting  and  Dir.  Callahan  said  it  could  be 
^considered  as  "one  of  progress." 

Director  Callahan  reported  a  meeting  has  been  set  up  at  the  Council's 
office  on  March  26th  with  Mr.  Sains,  Supt.-Dir.  of  the  Minute  Man  Vocational

School.   Those  who  have  been  asked  to  attend  are  -  Commissioner  Rocco  Alberto; 
Valentine  Murphy;  Lawrence  Sullivan;  Joseph  A.  Sullivan,  President  and  Vice 
Pres.  William  Cleary. 

President  Sullivan  commented  on  Director  Callahan  doing  an  excellent  job. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Cope  Director's  Report  as  "one  of 
progress."    It  was  so  voted. 

Exec.  Vice  President  Murray  reported  it  was  apparent  that  the  forces 
opposing  the  Massachusetts  worker  in  area  of  unemployment  benefits  have  a  well 
developed,  and  well  financed  campaign  going  on  because  there  are  quite  a  bevy 
of  bills  on  unemployment  insurance  laws  at  the  State  House.   He  said  he  had 
gone  over  them  and  picked  out  the  ones  he  felt  were  detrimental  to  us  but 
when  Legislative  Consultant,  Al  Clifton,  also  checked  the  bills  he  found  quite 
a  few  others  that  had  been  overlooked  by  himself  and  Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  said 
he  felt  credit  should  be  given  to  Legislative  Consultant  Clifton  for  the  time 
and  effort  he  puts  into  the  working  and  wording  of  legislation.   Exec.  V.  P. 
Murray  stated  the  hearings  coming  up  on  March  15th  are  the  ones  in  which  we 
are  most  interested.   He  reported  on  a  meeting  held  in  Worcester  on  January 
31st  at  which  eight  legislators  were  present  and  when  information  was  given 
to  them  as  to  reasons  for  our  position  they  were  thinking  along  the  same  lines 
as  we  were.   Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  said  he  felt  if  other  legislators  were  made 
aware  of  our  position  it  could  result  in  our  obtaining  the  ends  we  want.   Also 
by  having  our  position  made  clear  to  them  they  could  offer  arguments  helpful 
V to  us.   Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  report.   It  was  so  voted. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  questioned  reaction  regarding  regulations 
(Alternative  A  and  Alternative  B)  to  the  H.E.W.  Act  concerning  which  a  letter 
was  sent  to  State  Officials  and  Officials  of  the  United  Fund  throughout  the 
State.   President  Sullivan  informed  her  of  only  one  adverse  response  by  the 
Greater  Lawrence  &  Lowell  Community  Fund. 

President  Sullivan  reported  that  Regional  Director,  Franklin  Murphy,  had 
requested  opportunity  to  speak  at  the  Meeting  in  regard  to  the  mentioned  sub- 
ject (H.E.W.  regulations). 

Director  Murphy  reported  he  had  received  request  from  Director  William 
Kircher,  Department  of  Organization  in  Washington,  that  help  be  given  to  the 
rank  and  file  people  who  are  most  directly  affected  by  a  strike  situation. 
Director  Murphy  reported  the  deadline  for  adoption  of  A  or  B  proposed  regu- 
lation to  the  H.E.W.  Act  was  postponed  from  February  1st  to  March  5th  thereby 
giving  membership  an  opportunity  to  make  direct  appeal  of  support  of  Alterna- 
tive B  (in  line  with  AFL-CIO  policy)  to  Admin.  Twiname  of  the  Social  Rehabili- 
tation Service  in  Washington.   Director  Murphy  sated  that  while  time  was 
short  it  was  necessary  for  an  all-out  appeal  be  made  as  Alternative  A  could 
deny  welfare  benefits  to  families  of  striking  workers. 

President  Sullivan  reported  letter  was  sent  to  Admin  Twiname  in  name 
of  Council  and  also  letters  sent  to  list  submitted  by  Vice  President  O'Donnell 
||   to  State  and.  United  Fund  Officials  on  action  taken  in  January  Meeting  but 
would  comply  if  further  action  was  deemed  necessary  at  this  Meeting. 

Vice  President  Dyson  made  motion  that  we  send  a  letter  to  all  affiliates 
giving  them  necessary  information  of  the  new  deadline  date  so  they  would  be 
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fully  informed.   It  was  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Vice  President  Cardinal  spoke  on  necessity  of  better  communicating  with 
membership  so  they  would,  be  able  to  know  labor's  position  as  newspapers  only 
print  what  is  good  for  management. 

President  Sullivan  reported  notice  of  legislation  is  sent  out  as  soon  as 
it  is  filed  and  stated  he  would  like  to  have  notice  sent  out  as  to  where  a 
bill  stands  but  with  8,000  bills  filed  for  this  session  there  are  many  diffi- 
culties encountered  in  getting  information  on  hearings.   He  agreed  with 
Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  that  Legislative  Consultant  Clifton  does  a  good  job  in 
finding  out  where  and  when  bills  are  to  be  heard. 

Vice  President  McSweeney  spoke  on  Senior  Citizens  Meeting  held  in  Washing- 
ton.  He  reported  President  Nixon's  budget  is  going  to  adversely  affect  the 
Senior  Citizens  in  areas  of  Medicare,  etc.,  also,  housing  is  being  completely 
eliminated.   He  also  pointed,  out  that  there  is  a  distinction  made  in  treatment 
of  Viet  Nam  and  Korean  War  Veterans ,   Vice  President  McSweeney  suggested 
that  we  join  with  the  elderly  in  their  struggle  to  attain  and  keep  benefits 
and  said  he  felt  more  could  be  accomplished  hy   joining  with  their  membership 
of  about  25  million.   He  reported  that  on  February  22nd  a  meeting  would  be 
held  at  St.  Gregory's  Hall  in  Dorchester  by  about  800  representatives  from 
elderly  groups  to  speak  and  hear  from  their  local  representatives  concerning 
their  problems.   He  recommended  that  the  Council  should  go  on  record  by  pub- 

k'yLicity  in  newspapers  that  we  at  this  Council  Meeting  offer  support  for  opposing 
*the  President's  Budget  as  it  affects  Medicare,  Welfare,  Housing,  Assistance  to 
Children,  Veterans,  and  that  we  are  concerned  with  their  problems.   Motion 
made  and  seconded  that  (U)  -   We  oppose  the  President's  Budget  -(2.)-We  participate 
in  Meeting  of  Senior  Citizens  at  St.  Gregory's  Hall  in  Dorchester  -(3.)  That 
Executive  Officers  meet  with  leaders  of  Senior  Citizens  Group  and  discuss 
legislation  and  any  other  matter  mutually  necessary.   It  was  so  voted. 

Brother  Paul  Ornburn,  National  Rep.  &  Assoc.  Dir.  of  the  AFL-CIO  Task 
Force  for  the  Burke-Hartke  Bill  then  addressed  the  Council  concerning  the 
Burke-Hartke  Bill  and  distributed  copies  of  his  talk  containing  facts  and 
figures  along  with  Fact  Sheet  No.  1  entitled  "Foreign  Trade  and  U.  S.  Jobs" 
published  by  the  AFL-CIO  Legisltive  Dept .   His  report  was  brief  and  to  the 
point  -  manufacture  in  foreign  la'ds  of  goods  for  sale  in  the  United  States 
was  causing  huge  increase  in  trade  deficit  and  also  a  contributing  factor 
of  increasing  unemployment  in  the  United.  States.   Brother  Ornburn  also  brought 
out  that  Senators  Boland  and  Harrington  are  both  sponsoring  bills  on  import 
and  export  legislation.   Senator  Bolands  bill  is  No.  154458  and  Senator 
Harrington's   bill  is  No.  16690.   The  new  numbers  for  the  Burke-Hartke  Bill 
is  House  No.  62  and  Senate  No.  151.   Brother  Ornburn  reported  he  felt  the 
AFL-CIO  and.  its  affiliates  have  convinced  the  public  that  there  is  need  of 
a  change  in  the  import  situation.   He  thanked  the  Council  for  opportunity 
to  speak  on  this  most  important  piece  of  legislation. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  send  letters  to  Congressmen  Boland  and 
Harrington  to  withdraw  their  bills  and  be  co-sponsors  of  the  Burke-Hartke 
Bill  and.  send  copy  of  letters  to  Senator  Brooke.   Amendment  to  motion  that 
letter  be  sent  to  Herman  Greenberg,  Pres.  of  Pioneer  Valley  AFL-CIO  Council 
out  of  courtesy  and  notify  him  of  what  action  was  taken  as  Congressman  Boland 

is  from  his  District.   It  was  so  voted. 
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Brother  Bob  Wiseman  addressed  the  Council  on  strike  situation  still  existing 
at  Farah  Pant  factories.   He  reported  3,000  people  are  still  on  strike  and  al- 
though it  is  costing  Amalgamated  Clothing  Workers  $200,000  a  week,  no  financial 
^  lip  has  been  requested.   However,  he  said  he  was  asking  for  help  in  the  way  of 
a  resolution  to  be  sent  to  stores  to  get  Farah  products  out  of  the  stores.   He 
reported  store  of  the  Allied  Chain  -  Jordan  Marsh  in  Boston  -  was  one  of  the  lar- 
gest distributors  of  Farah  pants  in  the  country.   At  the  present  time,  he  reported 
Filene's  was  being  picketed  and  pledges  were  being  distributed  to  persons  entering 
the  store.   A  copy  of  that  pledge  was  given  to  Council  Members  for  their  information. 
Also,  Brother  Wiseman  gave  information  as  to  rate  of  pay  for  the  thousands  of  workers 
at  Farah  plants  in  Texas  -  $1.60  an  hour  -  and  said  the  average  pay,  including  super- 
visory capacity,  is  $1.80  an  hour.   He  said  we  all  should  work  together  to  make  it 
safe  for  unions  to  organize  so  that  wages  can  be  brought  up  and  would  not  make  it 
feasible  for  other  companies  to  move  down  to  the  State  of  Texas.   He  asked  if  it 
would  be  possible  to  send  out  a  letter  on  Council  stationery  with  a  resolution  that 
he  would  have  drawn  up  to  affiliates  asking  each  local  to  reprint  or  retype  the 
resolution  on  their  own  stationery  and  then  have  signed  resolutions  sent  to  the 
stores  carrying  Farah  pants  in  their  area  to  let  them  know  there  is  a  fight  going 
on.   Brother  Wiseman  said  this  was  only  way  to  lick  them.   The  stores  in  Boston 
area  are  Kennedy's,  Filene's,  Jordan  Marsh  -  also  Milton's  in  Quincy  carry  them 
as  well  as  the  Harvard  uoop  m  Cambridge.   He  displayed  large  advertisement  in  the 
Boston  Globe  signed  by  the  Bishop  of  Texas  urging  all  Bishops  in  the  country  to 
give  support  to  Farah  strikers.   Brother  Wiseman  also  reported,  on  xinancial  losses 
oeing  sustained  by  Farah.   He  reported  that  they  did  not  declare  a  dividend  for  the 
first  time  last  year.   Vice  Presidenx  Kusn  ottered  to  have  pledges  made  available 
on  street  cars.   President  Sullivan  recommended  that  Brother  Wiseman's  request  be 
complied  with  in  regard  to  letter  and  resolution. 

jk    Executive  Vice  President  Murray  then  spoke  on  long  and.  varied,  career  of 
legislative  Consultant  Clifton  and  the  many  years  ne  has  known  him.   He  reported 
on  the  thorough  and  creditable  job  done  by  Legislative  Consultant  Clifton  both 
before  and  since  merger,  and  still  doing,  despite  being  semi-retired  and  naving 
also  just  recently  celebrated  his  80th  birthday.   He  presented  Legislative  Con- 
sultant Clifton  with  a  Paul  Revere  Bowl  given  on  Dehalf  or  the  Council,  winch  was 
suitably  inscribed  for  his  dedicated  and  long  service  to  tne  labor  movement  and 
expressed  hope  he  would  continue  xo  live  a  longer  and  nealthy  life. 

Legislative  Consultant  Clifton  thanked  officers  and  members  of  the  Council 
for  the  very  thoughtful  gift.   He  proceeded  to  discuss  situation  on  Beacon  Hill 
and  said  for  the  first  time  he  was  aware  of,  we  have  had  hearings  on  important 
bills  which  were  not  available  for  study  before  the  date  of  the  hearing  -  only 
about  50%  having  been  printed.   He  said  it  takes  time  to  go  through  present  laws 
and  new  bills  to  check  as  to  what  changes  are  being  made.   He  expressed  the 
opinion  that  there  is  going  to  be  an  effort  made  within  the  next  couple  of 
years  to  restrict  the  right  of  petition  to  Mass.  Legislature,  and  in  some;  states 
it  is  already  difficult  to  get  a  bill  presented.   He  spoke  of  possible  changes 
in  rules  regarding  filing  of  bills  and  mentioned  it  was  often  necessary  to  have 
bills  repeatedly  filed  each  year  to  put  them  over. 

President  'Sullivan  reported  on  anticipated  meeting  at  2:00  P.M.  with  members 

of  Police  Assoc,  and > requested  permission  of  the  Council  to  quickly  check  over 

the  Communications  on  agenda  and  turn  them  over  to  the  Executive  Officers  for 

action,  because  of  the  time  limit.

President  Sullivan  reported  he  could  not  accept  that  motion  as  it  was  contrary 
to  AFL-CIO  policy.   Vice  Pres.  Wall  seconded  the  motion.   President  Sullivan  stated 
again  he  could  not  accept  the  motion.   Vice  Pres.  Barron  made  amendment  to  the  mo- 
tion -  that  M.S.L.C.  withhold  money  when  labor  union  is  involved  in  labor  dispute.

Dear  Mr.  Loughlin: 

In  July  of  1972  the  Legislature  and  Executive  branches  of  our  Massachusetts 
Government  passed  and  signed  into  law  a  bill  which  is  now  referred  to  as  the 
Omnibus  Corrections  Bill.   This  law  has  given  the  Department  of  Correction  a 
new  tool  to  implement  long  over  due  changes.   In  nearing  the  completion  of  my 
first  year  as  Correction  Commissioner,  I  have  actively  participated  in  many 
changes  that  have  occurred.  We  are  now  in  the  process  of  gradually  dismantling 
a  useless,  arcahic  system  of  institutionalizing  people  for  long  periods  of 
time,  and  replacing  it  with  a  community  base  corrections  program.   Not  only 
will  this  new  approach  be  a  tremendous  savings  to  the  taxpayer  of  the 
Commonwealth  but  also,  and  more  importantly,  a  valuable  opportunity  to  help 
human  beings  become  constructive  members  of  our  society  which  will  reduce 
our  staggering  recidivism  rate. 

In  line  with  this  change  must  come  a  massive  public  education  program.   In 
the  months  ahead  you  will  be  exposed  to  brochures,  slide  presentations,  and 
public  service  television  announcements  which  will  proclaim  the  advent  of 
pre-release  centers,  furlough  programs  and  educational  and  vocational  release 
programs. 

In  December  1972,  under  the  direction  of  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  Crime 
and  Correction,  we  began  a  joint  series  of  prison  tours  for  newly  elected 
legislators.   To  us  this  was  also  a  form  of  public  education.   The  response  to 
these  tours,  which  included  meetings  with  inmates,  correctional  officers,  and 
administrative  personnel,  was  overwhelmingly  favorable.  We  have  therefore, 
decided  to  embark  upon  a  year-long  program  of  similar  prison  tours  with  a 
wider  base  of  individuals.   This  symposium  of  correctional  reform  will  be 
conducted  for  all  legislators,  judges,  police  officers,  business  leaders, 
education  leaders,  and  community  and  civic  leaders.   The  present  schedule  will 
include  two  tours  per  week  (dates  and  time  to  be  specified  later) .   These 
tours  may  be,  in  your  case,  scheduled  as  far  in  advance  as  you  prefer.   Because 
of  the  travel  involved,  these  tours  will  probably  consume  the  better  part  of 
your  day.   In  addition  to  this  one  day,  follow-up  meetings  with  me  and  my  staff 
will  be  scheduled  so  that  I  can  note  your  comments  on  the  situation  and  listen

to  any  suggestions  for  improvement  that  you  may  have. 

These  tours  in  1973  will  be  co-sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  Crime 
and  Correction  and  the  Massachusetts  Correctional  Association.   I  sincerely 
hope  that  my  invitation  to  you,  as  a  leader  in  your  community,  will  be 
accepted.  Your  involvement  is  definitely  needed. 

Massachusetts  Council  on  Crime  and  Correction  and  Massachusetts  Correctional 
Association  will  help  co-ordinate  this  project.   The  central  co-ordination 
and  procedural  set-up  will  be  handled  by  Jim  Kurland.   He  can  be  contacted  at 
Public  Education  and  Information  Project,  14  Somerset  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts 
02108,  Telephone:  227-8494.   I  know  that  he  will  be  in  touch  with  you  in  the 
near  future. 

I  am  honestly  looking  f orward  to  the  opportunity  of  working  with  you  in  1973 
and  enlisting  your  support  for  the  new  programs  that  our  correctional  system 
will  be  implementing.

The  Council  convened  at  2:10  P.M.  xvith  President  Sullivan  presiding. 

The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  Vice  President  Barron. 

Minutes  of  February  15,  1973  Meeting  accepted  with  following  corrections 
in  attendance  record  -  Vice  Presidents  Campobasso,  DiNunno  and  Stefani 
absent  <5.ue   to  union  business  -  Vice  President  Weng  absent  due  to  illness. 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  reasons  for  Council  Meeting  not  being  held 
as  usually  scheduled,  so  that  members  could  attend  and  voice  protest  at 
hearings  in  Gardner  Auditorium  the  next  day  (March  15th)  on  bills  impor- 
tant to  all  working  men  and  women,  especially  in  area  of  unemployment 
compensation.   Ke  also  stated  that  a  new  rule  exists  at  the  State  House 
in  that  the  Capitol  police  will  not  allow  attendance  in  excess  of  that 
as  listed  and  said  that  if  attendance  was  more  than  that  allowed,  possi- 
bly a  change  might  have  to  be  made  to  larger  area  -  such  as  Faneuil  Hall, 
as  he  had  received  reports  busloads  of  delegates  and  others  would  be  coming 
from  all  parts  of  the  State. 

President  Sullivan  reported  that  Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  would  in- 
clude as  part  of  his  report  comments  regarding  Florida  Meeting  with  Al 
Barkan,  which  would  ordinarily  be  made  by  COPE  Director  Callahan. 

NEW  AFFILIATIONS 

United  Steelworkers  of  America,  Local  7970,  Worcester  -  121 
members.   Voice  voted. 

PRESIDENT ' S  5SP0RT 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  campaign  being  waged  by  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  South  Shore  area  whereby  they  labelled  March  15th  as  LABOR'S 
ANTI-BUSINESS  DAY  and  were  also  blaming  labor  for  shutdown  of  plants, 
such  as  B.  F.  Goodrich,  Allis  Chalmers,  Whiting  Milk,  etc.,  because  of 
more  and  more  demands  being  made  by  labor  in  area  of  employment  benefits. 
President  Sullivan  stated  also  that  some  of  the  "friends  of  business" 
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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (continued) 
in  the  Legislature  were  brought  to  the  forefront  by  their  proposed  legis- 
lation against  the  worker,  especially  in  areas  of  unemployment  compensation 
under  the  Employment  Security  Law,  which  President  Sullivan  called  "crip- 
pling abuses."  Material  to  be  distributed  at  the  Briefing  of  Bills  to  be 
held  that  evening  he  said  would  list  first  the  bills  we  were  in  favor  of 
and  then  those  to  which  we  were  opposed,  all  of  which  were  scheduled  to  be 
heard  on  March  14th  and  March  15th  at  Gardner  Auditorium  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Commerce  and  Labor.   President  Sullivan  reported  he  also  did  not 
know  which  bills  would  be  heard  first  on  the  15th  but,  hopefully,  the  Lock- 
out and  Offset  Bills,  so  that  our  position  could  be  fully  covered. 

President  Sullivan  then  reported  on  failure  to  finalize  meeting  of  Vice 
President  Buffum  with  Mr.  Dillencourt  and  other  members  of  the  Mass.  Bay 
United  Fund.   He  stated,  however,  that  they  had  approved  putting  two  mem- 
bers of  organized  labor  on  their  Finance  Committee  -  Valentine  Murphy, 
President  of  the  Greater  Boston  Labor  Council,  and  Mike  O'Keefe,  Bus.  Mgr. 
of  Local  21  of  the  Leather  Workers  Union,  who  were  to  meet  with  him  and 
Vice  Pres.  Buffum  but,  due  to  their  having  other  commitments  at  time  sched- 
uled, they  were  unable  to  come.   However,  he  said  a  future  meeting  was 
going  to  be  held. 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  congenial  meeting  held  with  Governor 
Sargent  to  discuss  our  legislation,  which  meeting  was  also  attended  by 
Exec.  V.  P.  Murray,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  and  Leg.  Dir.  Broyer,  at  which 
time  recommendations  were  made  that  certain  Vice  Presidents  on  the  Coun- 
cil be  reappointed  to  the  positions  they  were  holding.   (Governor  Sargent 
stated  Vice  President  Rush  would  receive  a  letter  regarding  his  reappoint- 
ment and  Vice  President  Rush  reported  he  had  received  that  communication.) 

As  a  result  of  the  meeting  with  Governor  Sargent  regarding  bill  on 
Compulsory  Arbitration  for  Fire  Fighters,  he  suggested  that  it  be  more 
comprehensive,  so  President  Sullivan  stated  he  called  a  meeting  to  be 
held  at  Council's  office.   This  was  attended  by  Howard  Doyle,  Pres.  of 
AFSC&ME  Council  41,  Legislative  Dir.  Broyer,  himself,  and  members  of 
the  Boston  Teachers,  M.D.C.  Police,  Fire  Fighters  Unions  and  members  of 
the  Boston  Police  Assoc.   President  Sullivan  said  it  was  a  very  contro- 
versial meeting.   During  the  course  of  the  meeting,  President  Sullivan 
reported  that  ;t  be  continued  with  two  persons  from  each  segment  forming 
a  committee,  which  he  would  chair  and  continue  according  to  parliamentary 
procedure.   In  the  meeting  the  Fire  Fighters  stated  they  wanted  to  go 
along  by  themselves.   President  Sullivan  reported  President  Doyle  was  not 
in  favor  of  including  other  than  State  Employees  by  an  amendment  to  the 
Bill. 

Vice  President  Claffey  stated  she  felt  the  Boston  Teachers'  legal 
counsel,  John  Carpenter,  should  have  attended  the  meeting  as  only  one 
local  was  represented,  and  also  she  felt  other  locals  of  unions  concerned 
should  also  be  represented,  such  as  the  Laborers'  Union.   Vice  President 
DiNunno  suggested  that  Arthur  Coia,  V.  P.  of  Laborers'  International  be 
notified  to  send  someone  if  a  future  meeting  was  to  be  held.   Vice  Pres. 
Claffey  stated  also  that  as  adoption  of  Resolution  concerning  Arbitration 
for  the  Fire  Fighters  was  made  at  the  Convention,  that  should  be  our 
position  now.   She  referred  to  the  Pennsylvania  Law  which  she  said  every-

one  thought  was  ideal,  but  which  has  not  proved  to  be  so.   Vice  President  Claffey 
suggested  that  the  matter  be  looked  into  further  before  unanimous  decision  was  made. 

President  Sullivan  then  reported,  as  there  was  a  serious  difference  of  opinion 
he  would  cooperate,  but  that  the  only  action  the  Council  could  take  was  Convention 
action.  He  stated  further  that  if  compromise  agreement  could  not  be  reached  by  the 
unions  involved,  each  one  would  have  to  go  their  own  way.  He  suggested  that  a  one- 
day  Conference  be  held  in  attempt  to  get  the  parties  together  on  this  piece  of  legis- 
lation, and  that  the  matter  be  postponed  until  that  could  be  done.  Motion  made  and 
seconded  that  the  President's  report  be  accepted.   It  was  so  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT 


Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  read  both  the  General  Fund  and  COPE  Fund  Reports. 
Accepted  by  voice  vote. 

Secretary-Treas.  Loughlin  then  reported  on  meeting  with  President  Meany  and  Al 
Barkan.   During  that  meeting,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  said  he  brought  up  the  matter  of 
President  Meany' s  non-appearances  at  our  Conventions,  despite  continued  invitations 
extended  each  year  asking  him  to  attend.   President  Meany  said  that  if  another  letter 
was  sent  to  him  this  year  inviting  him  to  attend  our  Convention,  he  would  make  every 
attempt  to  get  to  Boston.   Also,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  on  meeting  he  and  Exec. 
V.  P.  Murray  attended  in  Washington  to  meet  with  Al  Barkan,  National  COPE  Director, 
which  meeting  he  reported  was  primarily  concerned  with  putting  membership  all  over  the 
country  on  a  computer  system  in  due  time  -  a  procedure  that  would  record  those  unions 
coming  in  and  leaving  the  labor  movement.   Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  also  brought  up  the 
fact  that  in  meeting  with  memberships  from  different  sections  of  the  country,  they 
seemed  to  be  of  the  opinion  that,  because  of  having  a  Democratic  majority  in  the  House 
and  Senate,  we  have  no  problems  getting  our  bills  passed.   He  informed  them  that  was 
^||a  the  case  and  mentioned  as  an  example  some  of  the  most  vicious  legislation  against 
i-jor  which  was  coming  up  for  hearings  this  session.   Also,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  re- 
ported serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  eliminating  yearly  Conventions,  which 
are  growing  increasingly  more  expensive  each  year.   He  stated  solution  to  the  problem 
might  be  to  have  the  Convention  one  year  and  COPE  Conference,  with  a  shorter  time 
element  being  involved,  take  place  the  following  year,  as  political  action  is  changing 
also  as  far  as  endorsements  are  concerned,  which  are  now  also  going  into  primaries. 
An  alternative  could  be  an  increase  in  per  capita  tax  to  cover  increased  expenses. 
He  reported  the  Council  was  working  on  an  8£  per  capita  tax  ( 1£   going  to  COPE  to  make 
up  the  9£)  and  felt  a  good  job  was  being  done  on  that  figure.   Motion  made  and  duly 
seconded  to  accept  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   It  was  so  voted. 

Vice  Pres.  Campobasso  recommended  the  Council  have  a  special  meeting  to  take  up 
the  matter  of  a  Convention  every  two  years  with  only  the  COPE  Conference  in  the  "off" 
year,  at  which  meeting  the  issue  of  raising  the  per  capita  tax  could  also  be  discussed. 
He  then  made  motionthat  the  Executive  Officers  discuss  these  two  vital  issues  and 
bring  back  their  recommendations  at  a  future  Council  Meeting.   Duly  seconded  and  so 
voted. 

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  a  few  more  union  members  are  needed  to  be  in- 
terviewed in  Harvard  Trade  Union  Program  to  be  held  on  April  2nd.   Information 
as  to  place  of  interviewing  will  be  telephoned  to  those  concerned  in  the  program. 

Director  Callahan  reported  all  material  has  been  sent  to  schools 
tj-oughout  the  State  on  the  Scholarship  Program  to  be  held  on  April  4th. 
H  remarked  on  the  additional  interest  displayed  this  year  by  high  schools 
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COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (continued) 

in  small  communities,  who  never  participated  before.   He  said  he  thought  this 
was  probably  due  to  putting  article  in  newspapers  throughout  the  State. 
From  reports  from  the  interested  high  schools,  inquiry  was  being  received 
from  children  who  had  read  about  the  program  and  request  was  then  made  to 
faculty  about  it  at  their  high  school. 

With  reference  to  the  Labor  Institute  to  be  held  at  Highpoint  Motor 
Inn  in  Chicopee,  Director  Callahan  said  that  to  date  he  had  received  re- 
quests from  165  Conferees  and  the  program  was  going  along  smoothly.   Dates 
involved  are  April  5th  and  6th.   Director  Callahan  brought  up  the  point 
that  the  overflow  of  guests  who  were  to  stay  at  Schine  Inn  should  take  their 
meals  at  the  Highpoint  Motor  Inn,  as  the  rate  was  set  up  on  that  basis. 
Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  Director  Callahan's  report.   It  was 
so  voted . 

President  Sullivan  reported  Vice  President  Farnham  had  just  been 
elected  as  President  of  his  Local,  at  a  comfortable  margin,  and  congratu- 
lations were  in  order.   The  Council  Members  present  then  offered  their 
congratulations  to  the  newly  elected  President. 

President  Sullivan  then  requested  Vice  President  Farnham,  as  Chairman 
of  the  newly-formed  O.S.H.A.  Committee,  to  make  a  report  on  what  was  going 
on  with  that  piece  of  legislation.   Chairman  Farnham  reported  the  young 
lady,  a  Miss  Jeanne  Mirer,  ivho  was  hired  to  check  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  proposed  Massachusetts  Law,  was  doing  an  outstanding  job  and  would 
be  making  a  report  on  her  findings  and  recommendations  at  a  meeting  with 
the  O.S.H.A.  Committee  Members  on  Monday,  March  16th.   Chairman  Farnham 
reported  the  Council  would  be  informed  at  a  later  meeting  of  any  changes 
suggested  in  the  Massachusetts  Law  that  should  be  considered,  after  peru- 
sal of  the  Law  by  Miss  Mirer.   Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept 
Chairman  Farnham' s  report.   It  was  so  voted. 

Vice  President  DiNunno  reported  he  had  passed  examination  as  an  in- 
structor of  the  Federal  O.S.H.A.  Law  after  nine  weeks  of  study. 

Vice  President  Cardinal  spoke  on  dangerous  condition  at  the  Quincy 
Shipyard  and  the  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  it  was  handled  by  an 
O.S.H.A.  Conference  Officer  when  called  in.   President  Sullivan  reported 
it  was  due  to  such  conditions  our  money  was  being  spent  in  attempt  to  get 
decent  law. 

Vice  President  Barron  reported  he  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  had 
appeared  at  a  hearing  on  March  12th  where  attempt  was  made  to  have  the 
Graduated  Income  Tax  revived.   The  previous  week  he  reported  he  had  appeared 
at  a  hearing  on  a  bill  which,  in  principle,  could  not  be  opposed  -  a  tax 
credit  based  on  employment  of  certain  number  of  persons,  but  he  did  have 
some  objections  and  drew  up  a  guide.   It  basically  stated  we  were  in  support 
of  principle  of  credit  for  matching  rather  than  investive  credits  and  felt 
other  areas  of  the  bill  should  be  looked  into  and  recommended  that  it  be 
referred  to  a  committee  for  study  in  his  letter  to  the  Committee  on  Taxation 
at  the  State  House.   Vice  President  Barron  stated  that  basically  the  idea 
of  tax  credit  incentive  to  be  given  to  employers  of  ten  or  more  persons  is 
sound  in  principle,  but  the  mechanics  of  the  bill  should  be  straightened 
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out  as  to  length  of  time  in  period  of  a  year  persons  are  employed  in  or- 
der for  an  employer  to  qualify.  .Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept 
his  report.   It  was  so  voted.

From  Northampton  Labor  Council  re  acquisition  of  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  former  Franklin  County  Central  Labor  Council  and  also  endorsement  as 
above.   Motion  made  by  Vice  Pres.  Barron,  seconded  by  V.  P.  Weng ,  that  the 
three  letters  be  taken  off  the  table  until  such  time  as  Pres.  Meany  makes 
decision  in  regard  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  former  Franklin 
County  Central  Labor  Council    It  was  so  voted. 

From  United  Stcelworkers  of  /'tier.  -  Local  1885  re  hearing  of  Lockout  and 
Offset  Bills  on  same  day.   Also  request  questionnaire  to  be  sent  to  Reps, 
and  Senators  for  opinion  on  Offset  Bill.   It  was  agreed  this  letter  was  re- 
ceived too  late  to  comply  regarding  hearing  date,  as  dates  of  hearings  had 
already  been  set  up.   Also,  it  xvas  unanimously  agreed  that  very  poor  re- 
action could  be  anticipated  on  a  letter  to  the  Reps,  and  Senators  request- 
ing their  opinion,  because  of  past  experience  on  requests  of  a  similar 
nature  with  returns  of  only  4    or  5  answers. 

To  President  Wood,  Univ.  of  Massj._  information  regarding  labor  members  recom- 
mended to  serve  on  Advisory  Council  to  Labor  &  Research  Center  -  meeting 
dates  -  sub-committee  and  committee  members.

Sullivan  reported 
he  could  not  accept  the  motion  as  it  was  contrary  to  AFL-CIO  policy.   Vice 
Pres.  Stefani  said  he  felt  the  problem  encountered  by  V.  P.  Buffum  could  be 
blamed  on  the  Labor  Relations  Board.   V.  P.  Buffum  did  not  agree  and  gave 
his  reasons  for  his  opinion.   V.  P.  O'Donnell  reported,  that  while  she  was  in 
symparthy  with  V.  P.  Buffum' s  situation,  she  could  not  go  along  with  the 
motion  he  made.   This  was  due  she  said  to  certain  involvements  between  the 
Council  and.  the.  United  Fund.   Also,  she  brought  up  the  point  of  assistance 
rendered  to  members  by  the  United  Fund  and  felt  the  matter  should  be  gone 
into  thoroughly  before  we  withdraw  all  support  to  the  United  Fund.   Vice 
Pres.  Quinn  question  as  to  why  personalities  should  be  involved  in  the  issue 
and  agreed  that  in  this  instance  labor  was  being  challenged  by  an  organiza- 
tion that  was  being  supported  in  a  large  measure  by  labor's  money.   He  stated, 
if  possible  he  would  withdraw  support  of  the  Rubber  Workers  to  the  U.  F. 
V.  P.  Farnham  reported  he  was  on  Bd.  of  Directors  and.  that  the  Council  was 
not  going  to  be  able  to  stop  payment  of  about  $225,000  to  the  Y.M.C.A.  now 
but  he  said  he  felt  much  thought  should  be  given  to  curbing  of  funds  to  the 
United  Fund.   Pres.  Sullivan  reported  he  had  been  working  closely  with  V.  P. 
Buff urn  and  had  requested  him  to  make  his  report ,  as  he  felt  he  needed  and 
should  get  all  the  support  he  could  obtain.   However,  he  said  he  had.  come 
to  the  conclusion  a  possible  way  to  bring  the  matter  to  a  satisfactory 
settlement  might  be  to  blacklist  the  Y.M.C.A. ,  which  is  only  one  out  of  213 
agencies  served  by  the  U.  F. ,  but  should  not  withdraw  all  support  to  U.F. 
Vice  Pres.  Buffum  reported  that  blacklisting  the  Y.M.C.A.  is  not  the  solution 
because  they  have  already  received  the  money  and  got  what  they  wanted.   He 
said  he  would  go  on  floor  of  Convention  and  request  that  all  unions  affili- 
ated withdraw  their  support  to  the  United  Fund.   Vice  Pres.  Quinn  reported  he 
thought  the  problem  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  AFL-CIO 
Community  Services  in  Washington.   He  made  motion  that  we  get  in  touch  with 
Leo  Perlis's  office  in  Washington  notifying  him  of  the  situation  and  ask- 
ing assistance  in  solution  of  Local  254  rs  problem.   Seconded  and  so  voted.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  proposed  O.S.H.A.  State  Legislation  and  said  that 
it  was  due  to  be  heard  on  April  23rd.   In  view  of  the  synopsis  prepard  by  young  lady 
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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (continued)  submitted 

"\o  was  hired  to  study  recommended  legislation/by  Secretary  of  Manpower,  Mrs.  Mary 
iNewman,  the  O.S.H.A.  Committee  felt  the  position  of  the  Council,  if  agreed  to,  should 
be  that  we  do  not  want  a  law  administered  by  the  State.   We  should  take  the  stand 
that  we  would  prefer  a  Federal  Law  administered  by  the  Federal  Government,  so  that  all 
parts  will  be  carried  out  the  way  they  are  supposed  to  be.   President  Sullivan  said 
he  felt  we  would  be  well  prepared  to  give  reasons  for  our  stand  because  of  the  back- 
ground work  done  by  the  lady  lawyer  and  efforts  of  the  O.S.H.A.  Committee  members. 

President  Sullivan  also  reported  he  had  requested  Vice  President  Sonsini  and 
Brother  Jim  Rawson  of  Local  103,  who  are  experts  on  Pension  Programs,  along  with 
Attorney  Bob  Segal  and  Executive  Officers  to  serve  as  Committee  members  on  Special 
Pension  Bill  presented  by  House  Speaker  Bartley.   In  that  connection  a  number  of 
meetings  had  been  held  and  Attorney  Bob  Segal  made  certain  recommendations.   Our  po- 
sition is  that  we  are  not  in  favor  of  any  bill  that  would  interfere  with  a  National 
Pension  Program  but  did  agree  there  are  certain  pension  programs  that  do  need  looking 
into  and  we  are  working  on  that.   He  said  if  anyone  on  the  Council  would  like  to 
serve  on  this  Committee  they  may  do  so  if  they  will  let  him  know. 

In  regard  to  hearings  at  the  State  House,  President  Sullivan  reported  that  he 
felt  we  do  need  and  have  experts  to  testify  with  Vice  President  Barron  as  Chairman 
and  Mike  O'Keefe  as  Secretary  of  the  Taxation  Committee.   On  the  O.S.H.A.  Committee, 
we  have  Vice  Pres.  Farnham  as  Chairman  and  Vice  Pres.  Cleary  as  Secretary  and  with 
the  O.S.H.A.  Law  to  be  heard  at  the  State  House  on  next  Monday,  as  reported  pre- 
viously, he  felt  we  would  be  well  represented  in  taking  the  position  that  we  do  not

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Callahan  reported  COPE  Bylaws  have  been  revised  by  the  AFL-CIO  Execu- 
tive Council  and  that  the  only  significant  change  is  that  "two-thirds  vote  by  those 
present  is  necessary  for  endorsement  whether  by  State  Central  Bodies  or  at  Convention, 

Director  Callahan  also  reported  he  had  discussed  the  proposed  method  of  Data 

Processing  with  Brother  Joe  Rourke  of  National  COPE.   He  said  he  would  go  into  the 

matter  further  on  May  10th  when  Ruth  Columbo  and  John  Perkins  of  National  COPE  come 
to  Boston  to  discuss  endorsements  in  November  election. 

The  Harvard  Trade  Union  Award  Winners  were  -  Paul  Quirk  of  Local  509  SEIU, 
who  received  the  Robert  Watt  Scholarship,  and  Lawrence  McLaughlin  of  Local  17 
Sheet  Metal  Workers,  who  received  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  Scholarship. 

All  the  High  School  exams  have  been  received  at  the  office  and  Director 
Callahan  reported  process  of  determining  winners  has  begun. 

Director  Callahan  said  he  had  discussed  the  matter  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
to  the  Labor  Relations  &  Research  Center  with  Joe  Cass  and  reported  to  him  no  meet- 
ings had  been  held  for  approximately  three  years,  so  we  had  no  knowledge  of  what 
was  going  on  in  the  labor  area  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts.   He  said  a  meet- 
ing had  been  held  with  Mr.  Cass  on  March  23rd  by  the  Sub -Commit  tee.   An ''Advisory 
Committee  to  Labor's  Program"  was  set  up  to  consist  of  11  members  of  their  faculty 
and  11  people  from  labor,  and  also  we  were  informed  that  members  of  other  unions 
not  affiliated  would  be  given  consideration.   Meetings  of  the  Committee  are  to  be 
held  quarterly  -  second  Friday  of  February  -  May  -  September  and  December  -  with 
two  meetings  to  be  held  in  Boston  and  two  at  Amherst.   The  Director  of  the  Program 
is  to  serve  as  Chairman  and  the  President  of  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  as  Vice 
Chairman.   Subjects  to  be  discussed  would  deal  with  research  of  economy,  retrain- 
ing and  other  areas  of  research.   We  were  told  by  Harvey  Friedman  not  all  profes- 
sors are  interested  and  search  would  have  to  be  made  for  professors  to  sit  down 
and  work  with  labor  on  their  problems.   Director  Callahan  said  action  would  have 
to  be  taken  on  recommendations  so  that  he  could  write  to  Joe  Cass,  when  approval 
of  the  proposed  Committee  is  made,  and  then  he  would  set  up  a  meeting  date. 

Director  Callahan  spoke  briefly  on  the  Seminar  at  Highpoint.   He  said  he 
thought  it  was  productive  financially,  as  well  as  a  most  interesting  and  enthusias- 
tic one. 

President  Sullivan  at  this  point  voiced  protest  at  change  in  name  of  the  Com- 
mittee, as  reported  by  Director  Callahan  from  "Labor  Relations  &  Research  Center" 
to  "Advisory  Council  to  Labor  &  Research  Center"  which  he  said  was  set  up  by 
action  of  the  Council  and  formulated  by  late  COPE  Director  Lavigne.   Director 
Callahan  replied  that  the  present  program  would  encompass  all  of  labor's  programs 
and  could  be  part  of  the  Consumer's  program  that  Joe  Cass  holds  periodically  in  the 
Boston  area. 

President  Sullivan  reported  that  in  meeting  held  with  President  Wood  we  were 
told  we  could  have  research  done  on  anything  we  wanted  and  students  on  campus 
would  be  paid  for  doing  it.   Vice  President  O'Donnell  reported  that  when  our  bill 
establishing  the  Center  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  the  title  was  "Labor 
Relations  &  Research  Center"  and  she  was  of  the  opinion  the  name  could  not  be

be  changed.   It  would  require  another  act  by  the  Legislature  she  thought.   V.  P. 

O'Donnell  also  stated  that  from  her  experience  as  a  member  of  the  Consumers  Counc- 

cil,  she  was  aware  of  monies  being  available  for  research  by  students  on  college 

campuses. 

President  Sullivan  reported  he  had  complained  to  President  Wood  as  to  our 
being  left  out  as  far  as  the  Labor  Relations  &  Research  Center  was  concerned  and 
again  stated  we  were  still  interested  in  labor's  problems  and  holding  the  title 
we  now  have. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  that  first,  we  inform  the  University  of  Mass., 
we  want  the  name  of  the  program  to  remain  the  same  as  before,  with  the  same  rights 
as  we  had  previously. 

Vice  President  Anctil  raised  question  as  to  when  name  was  changed  and  Dir. 
Callahan  reported  it  was  changed  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago. 

President  Sullivan  recommended  that  Attorney  Bob  Segal  look  up  the  legisla- 
tion setting  up  the  original  Advisory  Council  and  determine  what  our  rights  are. 
Motion  was  then  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  secondly,  four  meetings  a  year  were  agreed 
to  -  the  4th  Friday  of  February,  May,  September  and  December  -  two  meetings  in 
^    Boston  and  two  in  Amherst.   Motion  made  by  Vice  Pres.  Barron,  seconded  by  V.  P.

Director  Callahan  reported  that  thirdly,  other  unions  not  affiliated  with 
the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  should  be  allowed  to  participate,  as  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  is  a  State  University.   President  Sullivan  said  we  had  submitted 
11  names,  which  would  again  be  submitted  and  which  would  include  Joe  O'Donnell' s 
name  that  was  inadvertently  left  out  in  list  previously  submitted,  along  with  the 
names  of  the  three  persons  on  the  Sub -Committee.   Motion  duly  made  and  seconded 
to  send  the  list  of  the  11  names  to  the  University.   It  was  so  voted. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  COPE  Director's  report.   Voice  voted. 

President  Sullivan  then  reported  he  had  suggested  at  the  Labor  Seminar  in 
Chicopee  that  a  one-day  Seminar  on  Workmen's  Compensation  be  held  and  had  already 
talked  to  the  Chairman  and  the  two  lawyers.   He  said  he  had  informed  Brother 
Sullivan  he  felt  the  Seminar  should  be  held  within  the  next  couple  of  months  and 
not  wait  until  September.   Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  President  Sullivan's 
suggestion.   It  was  so  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Due  to  Legislative  Director  Broyer's  absence  because  of  illness,  Exec.  V.  P. 
Murray  reported  on  legislation.   He  reported  on  Speaker  Bartley's  Pension  Bill 
and  said  at  meeting  with  his  aides,  who  were  well  informed,  Attorney  Bob  Segal, 
as  spokesman,  offered  recommendations  which  he  felt  would  better  protect  employees 
»   on  pension  rights.   As  the  O.S.H.A,  Bill  had  previously  been  reported  on  by 

President  Sullivan,  Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  reiterated  the  consensus  of  opinion  was 
that  we  should  do  nothing  to  undermine  what  we  have  covered  on  a  Federal  level. 
He  reported  on  Unemployment  Compensation  Bills  and  expressed  opinion  we  were  in 
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-^  fairly  good  position  because  of  concerted  effort  and  strong  support  given  in  two- 
Jay  hearings  in  March,  which  he  said  resulted  in  our  getting  two  measures  we  are 
and  have  been  particularly  interested  in  -  the  Lockout  Bill  and  Offset  Bill.   He 
then  gave  detailed  background  of  a  bill,  which  he  said  went  back  to  the  old  A.F.L. 
days  to  have  Workmen's  Compensation  covered  by  a  State  Fund,  and  which  he  said  we 
had  introduced  for  many  years,  but  it  was  always  defeated,  and  it  got  to  be  con- 
sidered a  hopeless  venture.   He  said  he  felt  we  should  now  reintroduce  the  old  bill 
calling  for  a  State  Fund  for  Workmen's  Compensation,  and  fight  for  it  as  he  thinks 
we  can  now  get  support.   Another  matter  he  thought  should  be  brought  to  the  fore- 
front is  the  attempt  to  do  away  with  the  right  of  free  petition.   He  said  Al  Clifton 
brought  this  matter  to  our  attention  and  it  is  something  we  are  very  interested  in, 
as  if  it  became  a  law  the  average  citizen  would  not  be  able  to  keep  their  right  of 
free  petition.   Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Legislative  Report.   It  was  so 
voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  gave  a  report  on  research  done  with  Public  Relations 
Director  Kable  on  Workmen's  Compensation  and  presented  his  views  and  findings, 
and  stated  he  was  not  in  favor  of  meeting  with  A.I.M.  on  negotiations. 

President  Sullivan  reported  that  we  were  not  in  full  accord  with  some  of  the 
proposed  legislation  in  Speaker  Bart ley's  Pension  Bill.   He  then  gave  a  report  of 
a  meeting  held  with  A.I.M.  in  attempt  to  arrive  on  a  plateau  that  would  be  mutually 
beneficial,  despite  different  points  of  view.   Consensus  of  opinion  was  that  the 
Executive  Officers  should  be  encouraged  to  meet  with  other  organizations  in  attempt 
to  attain  favorable  legislation.   Motion  was  so  made,  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted.

Vice  Pres.  O'Donnell  reported  on  being  appointed  to  a  Committee  on  the  re- 
organization of  Human  Services  Dept . ,  which  bill  was  due  to  be  heard  the  next  day. 
She  spoke  of  a  meeting  at  which  she  raised  question  of  lack  of  labor  people  on 
area  and  regional  boards.   Vice  Pres.  O'Donnell  reported  she  felt  attempt  should 
be  made  to  get  our  people  on  those  Boards.   However,  at  the  present  time  no  one 
knows  what  is  going  to  happen  as  copy  of  the  bill  was  not  available.   Motion  made 
to  accept  V.  P.  O'Donnell 's  report.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  also  reported  on  receiving  appointment  on  Women's 
Auxiliary  Div.  of  COPE,  who  in  turn  had  submitted  her  name  to  the  National  Demo- 
cratic Committee  to  be  appointed  to  Charter  Committee,  which  is  going  to  reorganize 
the  National  Democratic  Committee.   She  reported  on  meeting  held  in  Washington 
with  labor  group  and  of  assignments  made  to  different  committees,  but  none  from 
Massachusetts  despite  names  of  labor  people  and  those  favorable  to  labor  being  sub- 
mitted. 

President  Sullivan  suggested  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Committee  expressing 
our  dissatisfaction  that  Massachusetts  is  not  represented. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Vice  Pres.  O'Donnell's  report  as  one  of 
progress.   It  was  so  voted. 

Vice  Pres.  McSweeney  gave  a  detailed  reported  on  the  activities  of  senior 
citizens  and  retirees.   Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  report  as  one  of  prog- 
ress.   It.  was  so  voted.   Vice  Pres.  McSweeney  requested  that  he  continue  to  be 
I  liasion  man  between  the  senior  citizens  and  the  Council.   Motion  made  to  have 
V.  P.  McSweeney  be  the  liason  representative  between  the  Council  and 
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senior  citizens.   Seconded  and  voice  voted. 
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President  Sullivan  reported  on  a  one-day  seminar  on  Alcoholism  to  be 
held  on  May  31st  at  Stonehill  College  in  conjunction  with  the  Mass.  Div.  of 
Alcoholism  and  recommended  that  a  notice  be  sent  to  our  affiliates  notifying 
them  of  the  date  and  urging  their  participation.   The  fee  is  $15,  which  will 
cover  the  educational  material  and  luncheon.   Motion  made  to  accept  President 
Sullivan's  recommendation  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  affiliates  concerning 
this  Seminar.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

At  this  time  President  Sullivan  suggested  a  letter  be  sent  to  members  of 
the  Governor's  Council  asking  for  a  speedy  confirmation  of  the  Governor's 
appointments  of  Senator  Umana  and  Attorney  Bernard  Cohen  to  the  judiciary, 
with  a  letter  of  thanks  to  the  Governor  also  to  be  sent  for  his  recommendations 
of  these  two  men.   Motion  made  to  accept  President  Sullivan's  recommendations, 
seconded  and  so  voted.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  gave  a  lengthy  report  on  legislation  program  started  last 
December,  which  was  filed  as  a  result  of  resolutions  adopted  at  the  1972  Convention, 
copy  of  which  was  sent  to  all  affiliated,  locals  after  legislation  was  filed. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Officers  with  Legislative  Director  Broyer,  it  was 
determined  that  a  comprehensive  legislative  report  be  furnished  to  Council  members  at 
this  Meeting  for  their  perusal  and  information  as  to  just  where  our  legislation  stands, 
as  well  as  position  of  legislation  to  which  we  are  opposed. 

President  Sullivan  then  went  into  detail  on  meeting  in  February  of  the  Executive 
Officers  with  Governor  Sargent,  at  which  time  we  made  known  to  the  Governor  what  legis- 
lation we  wanted  passed,  with  particular  reference  to  the  Fire  Fighters  Arbitration 
Bill,  which  he  vetoed  last  session,  but  which  he  stated  he  thought  was  passed.   The 
Governor  suggested  we  look  over  the  Mendonca  Commission  Report  and  try  to  reach  an 
^g^reement.   President  Sullivar^wi*  olid  have  four  meetings  and  at  the  first  meeting  he 

J  ted  to  those  present  that  in  the  event  an  agreement  was  not  reached  out  of  the 
stings  he  would  instruct  Leg.  Dir .  Broyer  he  is  not  to  have  anything  to  do  with 
the  Mendonca  Legislation  and  is  to  fight  for  Compulsory  Arbitration  for  the  fire 
fighters. 
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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (continued.) 

President  Sullivan  reported  he  informed  all  the  different  unions  involved  they 

should  get  together  in  order  to  protect  themselves.   President  Sullivan  stated  he 

"jls  making  this  report  to  the  Council  concerning  this  legislation  with  the  thought 
of  a  proposed,  meeting  with  the  Teachers'  Union,  which  is  only  group  not  in  agreement, 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  matter  as  he  believed  an  amendment  could  be  made  in 
the  Senate  to  take  care  of  their  objectives,  having  talked  to  Senator  McKinnon  and 
others  at  the  State  House  in  this  regard. 

President  Sullivan  also  reported,  that  the  day  before  the  Joint  Rule  No.  10  became 
effective,  a  meeting  was  held  with  Walter  Muther,  as  reported  by  him  last  month, 
wherein  we  made  certain  agreements.   As  a  result,  a  piece  of  legislation  has  been 
formulated  which  will  be  sent  along  if  approved  by  the  Council.   President  Sullivan 
then  read  the  legislation  in  question,  copy  of  which  is  attached  for  your  records, 
and  which  requires  the  signature  of  the  four  Executive  Officers  and  the  Legislative 
Director.   Motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded  of  approval  of  the  legislation  which 
recommends  Study  Committee  by  the  Committee  on  Commerce  &  Labor  on  Lockout  Bills  and 
Unemployment  Compensation  for  Strikers'  Bills.   In  reply  to  question  regarding  the 
agreement  on   our  bills,  President  Sullivan  reported  that  we  would  have  more  strength 
with  this  piece  of  legislation  and  have  a  better  opportunity  to  get  some  bills  out  of 
the  way.   He  also  reported  that  at  the  Convention  we  would  include  in  the  kit  a  re- 
port on  all  legislation  filed  by  us,  what  action  was  taken  on  it,  and  where  it  would 
stand  at  the  time  of  the  Convention.   Also,  a  report  on  all  legislation  would  be 
made  which  we  opposed  in  this  session  of  the  legislature. 

A  motion  was  made,  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted  to  accept  President  Sullivan's 
report.

CRETARY -TREASURER 'S  REPORT 


Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  read  the  Financial  Report  for  the  General  Fund. 
It  was  accepted  by  voice  vote. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  then  reported  on  the  upcoming  Convention  to  be  held 
from  October  1st  through  5th,  with  the  Council  Meeting  to  be  held  on  October  1st  at 
2:30  P.M.,  after  which  a  reception  will  be  held  and  followed  by  dinner  of  the  Council 
members  and  staff.   Because  of  the  trouble  encountered,  in  the  past  in  the  area  of 
reservations,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated,  a  Convention  Committee  has  been  set  up. 
As  the  Convention  preparations  have  to  be  made  so  far  ahead,  he  suggested  members 
send  in  and  get  firm  room  reservations.   As  this  is  election  year  for  officers  of 
the  Council,  it  is  very  important  for  as  many  delegates  as  possible  to  attend. 
Nomination  of  officers  will  take  place  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  3rd,  and 
election  is  set  for  Friday,  October  5th,  from  7:30  A.M.  to  12:00  Noon. 

President  Sullivan  reported  the  Convention  Committee  consists  of  the  four 
Executive  Officers  and  three  Vice  Presidents  who  have  been  appointed  to  serve  on 
the  Committee:  Vice  President  Dyson;  Vice  President  Khoury;  Vice  President  Wall. 
Their  purpose  is  to  work  with  hotel  management  so  there  will  be  less  chance  of 
lack  of  accommodations  and  also  seeing  to  it  that  their  other  obligations  are  ful- 
filled.  A  meeting  of  the  Convention  Committee  will  be  called  soon. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin 's  report.   It  was 
so  voted. 

j    President  Sullivan  then  announced  he  would  be  a  candidate  for  reelection  for 
tne  office  of  the  president. 
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.COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

)     Director  Callahan  gave  a  final  financial  report  on  the  Labor  Institute  Con- 
ference held  in  April  at  the  High  Point  Motor  Inn.   Motion  was  made,  seconded  and 

voted  to  accept  same. 

Many  other  matters  were  discussed  by. Director  Callahan.   Among  them  a  report 
on  the  COPE  Bylaws,  which  he  stated,  have  been  condensed  and  requested  adoption  of 
same  as  they  were  not  in  conflict  with  AFL-CIO  rules  governing  COPE.   He  reported 
a  resolution  would  be  presented  at  the  upcoming  Convention  covering  the  only  change 
which  was  included  in  his  May  17th  report  to  the  Council.   Motion  was  made  to 
adopt  his  recommendation.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

President  Sullivan  commented  that  it  was  his  opinion  representatives  of  the 
affiliated  Central  Labor  Councils  serving  on  the  Committee  on  Political  Education 
should  so  identify  themselves.   He  stated  this  report  would  be  made  at  the  Con- 
vention. 

Director  Callahan  suggested  that  the  Gompers-Murray  Dinner  be  held  in  con- 
junction with  the  Labor  Institute  Conference  next'  year.   Motion  was  made,  duly 
seconded  and  voice  voted  to  accept  Director  Callahan's  recommendation. 

Director  Callahan  reported,  on  a  proposed  meeting  of  the  Housing  Committee  to 
be  held  on  June  25th  at  which"' Senator  Timility  would  be  attending  to  discuss  cur- 
rent Housing  Legislation. 

Director  Callahan  also  reported  on  legislation  he  had  discussed  with  the 
:ecutive  Officers  empowering  the  Department  of  Labor  &  Industries  to  suspend  cer- 
tain labor  law.   He  stated  this  legislation  has  been  filed  previously  and  comes 
up  every  two  years.   He  recommended  refiling  with  A.I.M.  by  the  Council.   Motion 
made  to  concur  with  this  recommendation.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

The  Washington  D.C.  Meeting  of  the  State  •&  Central  Bodies  was  very  informa- 
tive according  to  Director  Callahan's  observations.   Many  subjects  were  discussed 
and  among  them  were  -  assistance  to  small  Central  Labor  Councils;  establishment  of 
a  Committee  of  Central  Labor  Councils  when  functioning  within  the  AFL-CIO  and 
meeting  annually;  the  Burke-Hartkc  Bill;  the  Minimum  Wage  Bill,  concerning  which 
a  discussion  was  held  by  Council  members .along  with  that  on  the  McDonald  Bill. 
Director  Callahan  stated  the  Washington  Meeting  was  very  worthwhile. 

On  June  5th  Director  Callahan  reported  he  had  some  telephone  conversation 
with  Joe  Cass,  the  Director  of  the  Institute  for  Labor  Affairs  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts,  who  reported  on  the  status  of  the  University  of  Mass.  Labor  Ad- 
visory Committee.   He  stated  that  a  Professor  Rodoff  had  been  transferred  to  Wash., 
D.C.  for  a  year  and  would  be  unavailable  but  he  was  endeavoring  to  interest  a 
Miss  Elizabeth  Allison  at  Harvard  as  a  researcher.   Brother  Cass  also  reported  he 
was  looking  to  Federal  grants  to  supplement  the  cost,  but  would  also  use  some  of 
the  monies  in  his  own  department.   He  also  said  he  intends  to  contact  a  Professor 
at  Amherst.   Also,  Brother  Cass, said  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  results  of 
the  research  on  the  economy  and  related  matters  (labor,  business,  etc.),  could  lead 
to  a  high-level  conference  in  January  of  1974.   On  June  19th,  Director  Callahan 
reported  he  heard  again  from  Brother  Cass  who  informed  him  that  he  had  contacted  a 
jcofessor  Bower  and  that  there  was  $2,000  available  to  start  the  program.   Brother 
v-ass  said  he  would  call  a  meeting  in  the  immediate  future  when  selection  of  a  person 
to  start  the  study  has  been  determined. 


Director  Callahan  reported  on  proposed  meeting  at  the  Council's  office  or 
July  "9th  of  the  Labor  Committee  on  the  Minute  Man  Regional  Vocational  Technic 
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COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (continued) 

School  for  Arlington,  Belmont  and  surrounding  towns.   Mr.  Sains,  the  School  Direc- 
tor had  contacted  President  Sullivan  originally  requesting  assistance  from  labor 
as  to  program  for  the  school,  which  resulted  in  a  Labor  Advisory  Committee  being 
formed. 

In  discussion  that  followed  Director  Callahan's  announcement,  Vice  President 
Claffey  expressed  opinion  that  the  matter  of  salary  schedule  should  not  be  dis- 
cussed, as  it  is  difficult  to  organize  this  type  of  school.  President  Sullivan 
reported  that  the  meeting  was  not  being  held  to  discuss  the  matter  of  salaries, 
as  he  understood  it,  just  assistance  in  the  area  of  a  labor  program,  such  as 
building  trades,  etc. 

Exec.  V.  P.  McLaughlin  suggested  that  in  the  future  it  be  the  policy  of  the 
Council  to  request  a  person  who  contacts  the  Council  by  telephone  and  wishes  to 
discuss  a  particular  matter  with  them,  that  they  be  requested  to  write  a  letter 
stating  the  particular  issue  to  be  discussed  and  a  specific  time  and  date  also  be 
set  so  that  the  Council  members  would  have  ample  time  to  discuss  the  matter  and 
decide  whether  it  is  good  or  bad. 

Motion  made  to  accept  Exec.  V.  P.  McLaughlin's  suggestion  that  it  be  the 
policy  of  the  Council  in  the  future.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

Motion  made  to  accept  the  COPE  Director's  report.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell,  as  member  of  the  National  Charter  Commission  to  re- 
organize the  Democratic. Committee ,  gave  a  detailed  report  of  the  meeting  she 
I  attended  in  Washington.   At  the  end  of  her  report  she  requested  that  the  Council 
J     write  to  the  Commission  requesting  that  she  be  kept  informed  as  to  what  is  happen- 
ing at  the  Executive  Committee  so  that  she  will  have  information  as  to  policy  and 
programs  being  set  up.   Vice  Pres.  O'Donnell  said  due  to  lack  of  information  at 
the  last  meeting  she  was  handicapped,  but  did  the  best  she  could  under  the  circum- 
stances.  Motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  Vice  President  O'Donnell' s  xe- 
port  and  to  carry  out  recommendation  requested.   It  was  so  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Legislative  Director  Broyer  gave  further  details  on  specific  bills  covered  in 
written  report  distributed  to  Council  members  at  the  Meeting  in  which  was  listed 
legislation  filed  by  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO,  and  that  which  we 
opposed.   The  Housing  Bill  he  stated  was  killed  but  Senator  Saltonstall  moved  no 
action  had  been  taken  and  it  was  recommitted  and  is  in  Senate  Rules  Commit te.   He 
also  covered  the  Sunday  Laws  Bill,  the  Five  Member  addition  to  the  Advisory  Coun- 
cil, which  latter  bill  he  said  was  eliminated  due  to  not  being  included  in  the 
budget.   The  Mendonca  Bill  now  includes  the  Compulsory  Arbitration  Bill,   The 
Coury  bills  are  in  a  study  committee  and  all  indications  are  that  they  will  be 
killed.   Director  Broyer  also  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  Reorganization,  Trans- 
portation and  Education  Bills.   A  copy  of  the  legislation  covering  Recommended 
Study  Committee  by  the  Committee  on  Commerce  &  Labor  on  Lockout  Bills  and  Unem- 
ployment Compensation  for  Strikers  Bills  was  covered  in  President  Sullivan's  re- 
port . 

President  Sullivan  reported  a  report  on  legislation  would  also  be  made  about 
|  the  middle  of  September  on  whatever  action  is  taken  on  our  bills,  which  report 
will  be  included  in  the  kit  for  Convention  delegates. 

Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  made  a  further  report  on  the  bills  covered  by  Leg.  Dir. 
Broyer.   He  specifically  mentioned  the  Reorganization  Bill  that  the  Governor  of 
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LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (continued.) 
*  Maryland,  in  appearance  at  the  State  House,  said  it  would  be  a  difficult  task  to 
enact  the  Reorganization  Bill  at  one  time,  stating  it  could  create  chaos,  and  with- 
out knowing  it  took  the  same  position  on  it  that  we  have,  saying  nothing  should  be 
done  in  a  hurry. 

Vice  President  Farnham  reported  concern  on  backlog  of  Workmen's  Compensation 
cases,  which  he  stated  he  felt  were  now  reaching  the  "crisis"  stage,  and  the 
delay  in  appointment  of  the  five  additional  members  to  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board.   He  stated,  he  had.  just  heard  the  funding  of  same  was  not  made.   Also, 
he  reported  on  controversy  in  the  North  Shore  Area  concerning  appointments  to 
the  Housing  Authority.   President  Sullivan  then  made  a  report  clarifying  the 
situation  concerning  the  various  bills  with  which  V.  P.  Farnham  said  he  was  con- 
cerned.

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

COPE  Director  Callahan  reported  that  on  June  27th  a  meeting  of"  the  Housing 
Committee  was  held  at  the  Council's  office  to  discuss  Omnibus  Bill  on  Housing  - 
House  No.  6661  -  and  those  in  attendance  were  Vice  Pres.  Wm.  Cleary,  Chairman, 
Legislative  Director  Broyer,  Senator  Timilty  and  himself.   In  their  discussion, 
Director  Callahan  reported  we  found  out  that  procedure  of  turn  key  is  going  to 
be  used,  which  we  have  opposed,  in  the  past.   He  stated  we  requested  the  amendment 
include  Sections  26  and  27  of  Chapter  149,  as  well  as  submission  of  weekly  payroll 
to  Commissioner  of  Labor  by  contractors,  which  is  favored,  by  the  Mass.  Bldg.  &  Con- 
struction Trades  Council.   Also,  the  matter  was  discussed  with  Commissioner  Alberto. 
The  Davis  Bacon  Act  applies  on  Federal  Turn  Key  and  the  two  amendments  have  been  sent 
to  Senator  Timilty.' 

On  July  9th,  along  with  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin,  Director  Callahan  reported  he  had 
met  with  the  U.  S.  Regional  Director  of  the  U.  S.  Dept .  of  labor  and.  extended  offer 
of  mutual  assistance. 

On  July  10th,  Director  Callahan  reported,  he  had.  meeting  at  the  Council's  office 
with  Mr.  Sain  of  the  Minute  Man  Regional  School,  with  Joseph  O'Donnell  of  Harvard 
Trade  Union  and  Mr.  Paul  Devlin  of  the  American  Federation  of  Teachers  also  attend- 
Biing,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  new  school  was  a  novel  approach  to  Vocational  Educa- 
Wtion  as  the  curriculum  would  involve  working  with  retarded  children.   According  to 
report  by  Mr.  Sains,  experiments  and.  innovations  would  be  tried,  after  approval  by 
various  boards  and  advisory  groups.   It  was  brought  out  that  organization  of  staff 
will  be  necessary  and.  the  A.F.T.  will  start, that  process.   About  March  of  1974, 
30  teachers  are  to  be  hired,  and  in  about  4  years  there  should,  be  approximately  120 
teachers  at  the  school.   It  was  agreed,  that  negotiations  will  be  concentrated  on  the 
needs  of  the  students  and.  might  consist  of  such  programs  as  those  dealing  with 
restaurants,  gas  stations,  stores  in  Malls,  etc.   The  teachers  would  also  be  re- 
quired to  work  longer  day  than  the  average  and  salaries  would  range  from  $8,500  to 
$20,000.   Consensus  of  opinion  is  that  Mr. '''Sain  wants  help  in  area  of  organization. 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  Gil  Sullivan  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  Office 
has  made  up  for  the  Council's  office  a  copy  of  the  new  redistricting  booklet,  which 
is  not  available  to  the  public  yet. 

On  November  13th,  about  1,400  Guidance  Counsellors  are  going  to  meet  in 
Worcester  and.  request  has  been  made  for  a  panel  of  labor  people  to  attend.   The 
Counsellors  do  not  belong  to  any  particular  group  and  Director  Callahan  will  set  up 
panel  as  requested.

Director   Callahan's  report  and  include  report  also  of  Vice  President  O'Donnell. 
Seconded  and  voice  voted. 

■LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  reported  that  all  bills  are  in  the  Senate  Ways  &  means  Committee. 
There  are  about  350  bills  in  Study  Committee,  including  a  couple  that  were  sent  to 
Rep.  Michael  Flaherty  affecting  people  on  strike.   Director  Broyer  also  suggested 
that  President  Sullivan  might  want  to  hold  another  meeting  with  Walter  Muther  within 
the  next  week  or  so  on  the  Unemployment  and  Workmen's  Compensation  Bills.   Also, 
from  all  indications,  Director  Broyer  said  he  thought  prorogation  would  take  place 
around  Labor  Day  because  of  the  way  bills  are  packaged.   He  also  reported  he  was  of 
the  opinion  the  reorganization  bills  would  not  be  passed.   In  regard  to  the  Housing 
Bill  that  takes  labor  representative  off  the  Housing  Authority,  he  reported  it  was 
still  in  Senate  Rules  and.  that  he  was  meeting  with  Senator  Parker  that  afternoon  on 
it.   He  suggested  Vice  President  Farnham  contact  Senator  Saltonstall  concerning  the 
labor  representative  from  the  North  Shore  Labor  Council.   Director  Broyer  stated  he 
had  also  informed  Rep.  Silva  from  Gloucester  that  President  Sullivan  was  not  the 
person  named  Sullivan  with  whom  the  representative  had  a  meeting  and  suggested  that 
Vice  President  Farnham  accompany  President  Sullivan  to  meeting  with  Senator  Parker 
concerning  the  Housing  Bill  in  question. 

President  Sullivan  then  read  letter  he  had  received  from  John  Silva,  Bus.  Agt. 
Bijor  "the  Sea  Food  Union,  Gloucester,  and  also  spoke  on  call  he  had  received  from 
-.-Che  newspaper  in  Gloucester  concerning  alledged  actions  by  the  North  Shore  Labor 
■^Council.   Discussion  followed  between  President  Sullivan  and  Vice  Pres.  Farnham  as 
a  member  of  the  North  Shore  Labor  Council  which  involved  the  right  and  qualifications 
of  person  to  be  appointed  to  the  Housing  Authority  in  area  in  dispute.   President 
Sullivan  reported  labor  had  fought  long  and  hard  to  get  a  member  of  labor  appointed 
to  the  Housing  Authority  -  one  who  would  be  qualified  and  have  recognition  of  the 
Central  Body  in  district.   But  he  also  brought  out  submission  of  names  for  appoint- 
ment would  not  necessarily  be  limited  to  largest  local  in  a  city.   Submission  of 
names  to  Authority  for  appointment  were  to  :gome  from  the  three  largest  locals  in  a 
city. 

Director  Broyer  reported  resolution  to  have  labor  representative  on  Housing 
Authority  was  adopted  a  year  ago  -  has  gone  through  two  Conventions  -  and  it  has 
taken  two  years  to  get  it  .through.   He  said,  he  felt  if  Brother  Silva  had  any  ob- 
jections to  action  taken,  he  should  have  made  them  known  during  that  period. 
President  Sullivan  reported  the  proper  place  for  debate  on  the  issue  was  on  the 
Convention  floor. 

Vice  President  Brunelle  reported  on  interest  of  Credit  Unions  because  of  not 
receiving  the  same  considerations  as  those  given  to  banks,  which  he  said  could,  put 
them  out  of  business  and  reported  on  plan  to  file  a  late-filed  bill  that  would 
grant  the  Credit  Unions  the  same  terms  as  banks. 

Director  Broyer  advised  him  on  procedures  entailed  in  filing  a.  late-filed 
bill  and  advised  Vice  President  Brunelle  he  would  be  only  one  to  know  of  hearing. 
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Vice  President  Farnham  complimented  Director  Broyer  on  his  assistance  given 
to  the  Consumer  Council  Committee  hearings  which  aided  in  getting  the  bill  through 
the  House. 
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LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (continued.) 

Vice  President  Weng  questioned  Director  Broyer  on  latest  redistricting  plan. 
)rector  Broyer  reported  there  would,  be  a  new  proposal,  which  he  thought  the  Governor 
would  sign,  but  he  could  not  specifically  define  the  new  lines  involved  in  the  re- 
districting  plan. 

A  discussion  followed  on  the  issue  of  redistricting  and  President  Sullivan 
reiterated  the  Council  had  already  taken  a  position  to  support  a  Black  District. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  Executive  Officers,  Legislative  Director  Broyer  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent Weng  would  meet  with  the  black  caucus  members  on  the  following  Monday,  July  23rd, 
to  discuss  the  matter  of  redistricting. 

Motion  was  made,  seconded  and  voice  voted  to  accept  the  Legislative  Director's 
report . 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  announced  that  the  Convention  Committee  would  meet 
on  Monday,  July  23rd.

Restaurant  not  employing  union  members.   Motion  made,  seconded  and  voice  voted  to 
comply. 

From  Edward.  T,  Sullivan,  Pres.,  N.  E.  Joint  Council  No.  42,  Service  Empls. 
Int ' 1  Union  -  request  to  be  advised  of  meetings  of  labor  unions  relative  to  Mendonca 
Bill.   Sec.-Treas.  then  read  letter  in  response  to  request  stating  Brother  Sullivan 
would  be  so  informed.   President  Sullivan  then  gave  explanation  concerning  meetings 
Bi.the  unions  which  would  be  concerned  with  the  issues  contained,  in  the  Mendonca 
-*jll  and  reported  he  had.  informed  Director  Broyer  if  complete  agreement  is  not 
reached  by  the  four  groups  involved,  including  the  Boston  Teachers  and  Fire  Fighters  - 
and  had  so  informed  them  at  first  meeting  -  he  was  to  participate  only  in  that  part 
of  the  bill  dealing  with  Compulsory  Arbitration  for  Fire  Fighters,  on  which  action 
had  been  taken  at  last  Convention.   President  Sullivan  reported  the  groups  did  not 
come  to  an  agreement  (one  union  was  not  in  accord)  and  until  such  time  as  they  do 
agree,  no  more  meetings  would,  be  held. 

Director  Broyer  reported  there  was  going  to  be  a  meeting  of  the  School  Teachers  - 
the  one  not  in  accord  -  which  could  affect  the  other  nine  locals  affected.   The  bill 
was  in  the  Senate  Ways  &  Means  and  affects  all  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 
He  also  reported,  the  resolution  passed  for ' compulsory  arbitration  for  the  fire 
fighters  is  now  in  the  Mendonca  Bill  and  in  the  Senate  Ways  &  Means.   He  stated  the 
3,500  school  teachers  involved  are  AFL-CIO  affiliated  and  another  issue  would  be 
raised  if  they  merged  with  the  Mass.  Teachers  Association  -  that  would  mean  they 
cannot  be  affiliated,  with  the  AFL-CIO.   V.  P.  Cleary  stated  he  was  of  the  opinion 
that  certain  authorities  were  excluded  and  some  of  those  are  still  covered  by  Civil 
Service.   Director  Broyer  reported  that  all  authorities  are  excluded  and  this  eliminates 
the  Board  of  Arbitration.   President  Sullivan  reported  that  was  a  special  part  of  the 
Mendonca  Bill  to  which  we  were  opposed. 

A  prolonged  discussion  was  participated  in  by  many  Vice  Presidents  regarding 
the  Council's  position  on  the  disagreement  between  the  unions  involved  on  a  particular 
piece  of  legislation  on  which  the  Council  cannot  take  a  position  for  or  against.   It 
was  brought  out  by  V.  P.  O'Donnell  that  when  the  policy  was  established  a  long  time 
<~i-h\   the  only  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  would,  be  to  support  bills  that  had  been 
s^smitted  by  Convention  action,  unless  the  groups  could,  get  together.   It  was  agreed 
that  a  resolution  should  be  submitted,  to  the  Resolutions  Committee  to  clarify  the

proper  action  the  Council  should  follow  when  conflicting  policies  are  being  con- 
sidered by  respective  unions.   Motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  to  refer  this  matter  to 
j:he  Resolutions  Committee.

The  Meeting  opened  at  10:10  a.m.  with  President  Sullivan  presiding. 

The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  V.  P.  Mosely.   A  moment  of  silent  prayer  was  also 
offered  for  deceased  members. 

The  Minutes  of  the  July  19,  1973  Meeting  were  accepted  as  written. 

President  Sullivan  then  introduced  Brother  James  Rawson  of  Local  103  of 
the  I.B.E.W.,  stating  he  was  attending  to  make  a  report  on  Speaker  Bartley's  Pension 
Bill,  being  a  member  of  that  Committee  and  an  expert  on  taxation  with  years  of  ex- 
-\rience  in  that  field. 
oe7 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  suspended  so  Brother  Rawson  could  make 
his  report. 

Brother  Rawson  then  gave  a  very  informative  and  detailed,  explanation  of 
the  Speaker's  Pension  Reform  Bill  -  House  No.  5801  -  stating  it  had  been  rewritten 
and  'rewritten.   He  also  reported  the  matter  of  pension  legislation  is  being  considered 
at  the  federal  level.   In  his  report,  he  brought  out  the  disastrous  results  of  single 
employer  funding,  such  as  that  which  happened  to  employees  of  firms  like  the  Whiting 
Milk  Company,  Studebaker  Automobile  and  Perkins  Machinery.   He  stated  two  key  issues 
are  involved.  -  funding  and  vesting.   With  a  single  employer,  when  a  company  goes  out 
of  business  oftentime  the  pension  money  goes  with  it  on  a  funded  fund.   Men  working  for 
the  same  company  for  years,  with  expectations  of  receiving  pension  money,  do  not  get  a 
dime.   Two  groups  are  involved  -  the  single  and  the  multi-employer  and.  he  gave  statis- 
tics according  to  the  AFL-CIO  determination  for  both  types.   Brother  Rawson  stated  he 
felt  regulations  should  be  set  up  on  a  national  level  for  pension  funding  and  that  a 
campaign  for  such  a  program  is  now  in  progress,  which  needs  support.   He  brought  out 
that  with  multi-employers,  the  trust  fund,  is  covered  by  Section  302  of  the  Taft- 
Hartley  Law,  but  some  companies  want  a  longer  period  than  10  to  15  years  for  funding. 
However,  he  stated,  unilateral  funds  should  be  brought  under  control  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble.  Brother  Rawson  reported  he  was  to  attend,  another  meeting  next  week  and  more  in- 
formation would  be  made  available. 

President  Sullivan  then  requested  Vice  President  Sonsini,  also  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Special  Pension  Bill,  to  make  a  further  report.   Vice  President 
_#isini  then  thanked  Brother  Rawson  on  behalf  of  the  Council  for  his  fine  report.   He 
proceeded  then  to  give  details  on  vesting  -  the  time  involved,  etc.   Brother  Sonsini 
stated  he  felt  federal  proposed  legislation  would  be  forthcoming  next  and  where  there 
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would  be  millions  of  persons  involved,  liability  would  be  protected  by  insurance. 
Even  if  a  non-funded  plan  would,  be  involved,  employee  would  be  protected  and  benefits 
^-v  paid.   Brother  Sonsini  stated  he  felt  that  while  banks  would  be  opposed  to  such  a 
plan,  insurance  companies  would  like  it.   He  added  that  he  thought  it  is  something 
we  should  strive  for  on  a  state  level,  if  not  considered  on  a  national  level. 

Brother  Rawson  made  further  report  that  the  average  time  involved  in  connec- 
tion with  a  pension  plan  is  20  years  on  both  state  and  national  levels.   If  you  are 
in  for  period  of  10  years,  you  can  collect  at  age  65.   He  then  answered  questions 
put  to  him  on  this  issue  by  the  various  Vice  Presidents.   Director  Broyer  reported 
the  matter  of  who  is  going  to  regulate  the  program  in  Massachusetts  is  question  be- 
tween the  Department  of  Labor,  which  the  AFL-CIO  favors,  or  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

Vice  President  Stefani  commented  on  pension  program  for  his  union,  which  is 
a  trust  fund,  with  three  unions  involved  and  it  is  covered  by  Section  302  of  the 
Taft-Hartley  Law  that  is  adequately  regulated. 

Vice  Preident  DeRosa  spoke  on  pension  program  for  the  shoe  workers  and  gave 
details  of  their  unfavorable  pension  program.   He  stated  he  thought  rights  of  the 
worker  should  be  transferred  from  one  plant  to  another  and  reported  of  how  the  worker 
lost  by  having  his  pension  cut  from  $34.50  to  $25.50  because  of  not  being  protected. 

Vice  President  Sonsini  reaffirmed  position  taken  by  V.  P.  DeRosa,  whose 
comments  he  stated  should  be  very  educational  where  reduction  in  pension  was  made 
without  redress.   He  further  stated  that  if  plan  for  the  shoe  workers  had  been  in- 
sured the  pension  money  would  have  stayed  at  $34.50  and  not  have  been  reduced  to 
$25.50. 

be       Motion  made  to  accept  reports  as  progressive.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 
President  Sullivan  thanked  Brother  Rawson  on  behalf  of  the  Council  for  coming  to 
the  meeting. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  then  resumed.

PRESIDENT ' S  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  standing  of  O.S.H.A.  legislation  and  stated 
we  were  not  in  favor  of  the  State  Plan  (Newman  Bill)  as  presented.   He  stated  we 
were  still  trying  to  get /plan  opposed  by  the  federal  government  in  Washington.   In 
meeting  of  the  O.S.H.A.  Committee,  it  was  made  evident  we  should  still  have  to  con- 
tinue work  on  O.S.H.A.  legislation  and  will  have  to  file  a  legal  objection  to  State 
Plan.   President  Sullivan  reported  V.  P.  Farnhan,  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
strongly  recommends  committee  be  allowed  to  continue  functioning,  which  would  require

the  services  of  an  attorney  to  have  a  meeting  with  members  of  federal  government 
and  an  objection  filed  to  any  action  by  the  federal  government  that  would  cover 
anything  in  the  State  Plan  that  we  do  not  want.   President  Sullivan  reported  such 
a  continuation  of  our  program  would  entail  additional  expense  of  about  $1,000  and 
said  Al  Olerio  of  the  Auto  Worker  would  cooperate  with  us  in  that  area.

Loughlin  and  himself  at  which  time  the  special  meeting  held  last 
week  at  the  Statler  Hilton  Hotel  was  planned.   This  led  to  discussion  by  Council 
Members  re  purchase  of  lettuce  picked  and  packed  by  the  Teamsters  Union  under 
their  label. 

President  Sullivan  asked  all  to  cooperate  in  upcoming  United  Way  Campaign.

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  gave  detailed  report  on  standing  of  the  following  bills: 
Lockout,  Workmen's  Compensation,  Strikers'  Benefits,  Butane  Gas,  Unemployment  Compen- 
sation, Offset,  Pension  and  Sunday  Law.   He  reported,  he  thought  prorogation  would 
take  place  about  the  15th  to  20th  of  September.   Also,  he  stated  he  felt  we  had  done 
three  or  four  great  things  in  this  session  to  help  the  working  people  but  said  there 
were  still  a  few  bills  we  have  to  oppose.   Director  Broyer  reported  the  main  objec- 
tives of  the  Legislative  Department  this  year  has  been  to  kill  the  many  bills  that  we 
opposed. 

Director  Broyer  then  commented  on  invitations  sent  to  legislators  to  our 
Convention  and  said  he  thought  maybe  we  ought  to  give  consideration  to  Chairman  of 
the  House  Ways  &  Means  and  Chairman  of  the  Commerce  &  Labor  Committees.   He  also 
reported  that  he  felt  what  we  needed  was  more  public  relations  so  people  would  un- 
derstand our  objectives.   Director  Broyer  also  spoke  on  manner  of  endorsement  in 
primaries,  which  he  reported  could  now  be  almost  considered  the  election  of  a  candi- 
date we  might  favor  but  because  of  inaction  by  Council  a  candidate  could  lose  as 
happened  in  last  election. 

V.  P.  Rush  reported  on  right  of  the  Central  Labor  Councils  to  endorse  their 
own  candidate  by  change  in  COPE  Bylaws,  to  which  COPE  Director  John  Callahan,  at  re- 
3  ^'t  °^   President  Sullivan,  gave  present  ruling.   Discussion  was  held  on  change  in 
the  COPE  Bylaws  and  Director  Callahan  was  requested  to  bring  back  to  September  Meet- 
ing report  on  need  for  action,  if  necessary,  on  this  matter. 
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V.  P.  Cardinal  extended  thanks  to  Legislative  Director  Broyer  for  his  ex- 
cellent work  done  on  the  pension  plan  at  the  State  House.   He  brought  out  that  in 
shutdown  of  a  federal  facility,  such  as  the  Boston  Naval  Shipyard,  unemployment 
benefits  are  not  affected  by  the  Offset  Bill  for  period  of  two  years. 

V.  P.  Ferreira  made  suggestion  that  invitations  to  Council's  dinner  day 
before  official  opening  of  the  Convention  be  extended  to  persons  suggested  by 
Leg.  Dir.  Broyer,  which  he  said  might  ease  some  existing  misunderstanding. 

President  Sullivan  brought  out  that  invitations  sent  out  are  voted  on  by 
the  Council  and  said  he  felt  more  thought  should  be  given  to  the  matter  before 
action  is  taken. 

Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  reported  on  meeting  of  the  Farm  Workers,  at  which  quite 
a  few  Teamsters  were  present.   He  stated  matter  of  the  Teamsters'  objections  to 
resolutions  passed  in  House  &  Senate  with  respect  to  the  Farm  Workers'  situation 
in  California  was  controversial,  not  jurisdictional.   Substitute  motion  was  made 
which  Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  said  was  not  unreasonable  and  agreement  was  reached,  but 
Senator  Harrington  let  it  be  known  there  was  not  going  to  be  any  change  in  resolu- 
tion they  passed. ' 

Vice  Pres.  Prendergast ,  as  Chairman  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Committee, 
reported,  the  Committee  was  working  with  Attorney  Locke  on  this  legislation  in  an 
attempt  to  change  concept  of  workmen's  compensation  to  our  benefit  but  in  changing 
the  concept  we  were  doing  away  with  dependency  to  try  and  bring  it  up  so  that 
people  in  higher  income  bracket  would  be  receiving  more  money.   He  reported  on 
meeting  held  the  same  week  as  the  Council  Meeting  and  reported,  others  were  to 
follow.   Vice  Pres.  Prendergast  reported,  he  would,  not  go  along  with  the  program 
if  it  was  not  a  better  one  for  everyone  from  the  start  and  wanted  guidance  from 
Council  and  Attorney  Locke  before  any  action  is  taken.

President  Sullivan  further  reported  on  meetings  of  Committee  held  with 
Attorney  Locke  on  formula  containing  long  range  provisions  suggested,  at  which 
time  Attorney  Locke  was  informed  we  would  not  act  on  it  until  further  study  is 
made,  as  we  do  not  want  a  long  range  formula. 

Motion  made  to  accept  Vice  President  Prendergast ' s  report  as  progressive. 
Seconded  and  so  voted. 

Motion  made,  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted  to  accept  Leg.  Dir.  Broyer 's 
report . 

President  Sullivan  then  reported  on  Testimonial  Dinner  being  held  for  Exec.

Sec.  of  the  State  Democratic  Committee  regarding  Charter  Committee  Meeting  held 
on  August  1,  1973.   He  said  he  had  informed  Miss  McKenize  that  we  had  not  taken 
\ny  position  on  the  selection  of  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  and  informed 
■^fer  also  that  our  V.  P.  Helen  O'Donnell  was  the  member  of  the  Charter  Commission 
appointed  by  National  AFL-CIO. 
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COPE  PI  RECTOR  '  S  REPORT  (  coxrt  i  nu  ed ) 

Director  Callahan  further  reported  that  under  date  of  August  6th  he  had 
written  to  Commissioner  Alberto  relative  to  amendments  to  House  Bill  No.  6661, 
which  we  submitted  to  Senator  Timility  stating  the  Council's  position.   The 
5k  Senator  was  informed  that  it  did  not  mean  we  agreed,  with  the  legislation  but  we 
were  awaiting  action  of  the  building  trades  before  we  took  any  action,  because  of 
the  turn  key  feature.   He  stated  to  date  they  have  not  taken  any  action  and  we 
have  not  had  a  reply  to  our  letter. 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  on  August  9th  he  had  met  with  Guidance 
Directors  concerning  conference  that  is  to  be  held  on  November  13,  1973,  but 
program  was  not  coordinated.   Director  Stevens  of  the  Steelworkers  Union,  V. 
P.  John  Riley  of  I.B.E.W.  and  V,  P„  Marcel  Xenney  of  the  Hotel  &  Restaurant 
Workers  have  signified  their  intention  to  participate  when  more  information  is 
obtained. 


Also,  Director  Callahan  stated  he  had  written  to  several  Internationals 


as  well  as  the  Federal  Dept .  of  Labor  for  material  to  be  inserted  in  kits  for  the 
Convention.   He  also  reported  he  had  written  to  National  COPE  for  the  report  for 
the  month  of  July  which  deals  primarily  with  imports  and  this,  too,  will  be  in- 
serted in  kits  to  be  given  to  the  delegates. 

Director  Callahan  also  suggested  that  solicitation  other  than  by  the  Farm 
Workers  be  prohibited  at  the  Convention.

Mr.  Belanger  thanked  the  Council  for  opportunity  to  address  them  as  the 
Director  of  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor.   He  reported,  he  had  received  a  call  from 
the  Department  of  Labor  in  Washington  that  there  was  a  great  need  by  the  apple 
growers  in  Massachusetts  for  pickers  during  the  upcoming  harvest,  starting  after 
Labor  Day  and  running  three  two  months.   About  5,000  packers  would  be  needed 
he  reported  and  also  gave  the  rate  of  pay  that  would  be  paid.   He  requested 
assistance  in  securing  the  help  needed  to  offset  Canadian  workers  coming  into 
the  area.   Motion  was  made  to  cooperate  with  Director  Belanger '  s  request  and 
letter  be  sent  to  affiliates  of  availability  of  apple  picking  jobs.   Seconded 
and  voice  voted. 

S.  T.  Loughlin  then  complimented.  Director  Belanger  on  the  assistance 
given  to  him  and  other  members  of  the  Council  on  issues  brought  to  his  attention. 

V.  P.  Prendergast  reported  past  Vice  Pres.  David.  McSweeney  was  in  the 
Milton  Hospital  recuperating. 

V.  P.  Grieco  reported  on  Democratic  Telethon  to  be  held  in  the  Hynes 
Auditorium  on  September  15th  from  7:00  p.m.  to  1:00  a.m.   The  Communication 
Workers  of  America,  of  which  he  is  a  representative,  was  given  the  task  of 
obtaining  450  people  to  assist  in  this  program.   He  can  be  reached  at  227-9441 
and  said  he  would  send  out  forms  to  those  interested  and  could  use  help  from 
local  unions.

V.P.  0'Donnell  reported  on  meeting  held  by  the  Community  Services  Committee 
the  day  before  and  referred  to  letter  from  President  Meany  on  legislation  on  welfare 
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benefits  to  families  of  strikers.   V.  P.  O'Donnell  stated,  it  was  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  that  a  resolution  be  submitted,  to  Convention  in  which  support 
of  Massachusetts  congressmen  would,  be  requested  to  oppose  any  regulations  in 
Massachusetts  to  implement  the  H.E.W.  Regulation  permitting  States  to  deny 
welfare  benefits  to  children  of  strikers.

V.  P.  Lavin  reported  on  upcoming  National  Convention  to  be  held  in  Florida 
and  made  motion  that  the  President  and  Sec.-Treas.  attend,  same  with  expenses  in- 
cluded.  Seconded  and  voice  voted.   President  Sullivan  then  reported,  that  the 
National  Convention  was  not  just  a  five-day  Convention  but  that  it  would,  last  until

The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  Executive  Vice  President  Murray. 

President  Sullivan  reported  this  special  meeting  was  being  called  to  review 
Resolutions  to  be  submitted  by  the  Council  for  action  at  the  upcoming  Convention  in 
October.   He  and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  then  proceeded  to  read  the  various  Resolutions. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1  -  COMPREHENSIVE  HEALTH  CARE.   Motion  made  to  accept  as  written. 
Seconded  and  so  voted. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  2  -  LABOR  PROGRAM  FOR  1974  LEGISLATION.   Legislative  Director 
Broyer  gave  brief  report  on  the  large  number  of  bills  filed,  each  year  by  the  Council 
and  of  the  difficulty  encountered  by  members  of  the  Legislative  Department  to  be  in 
allthe  right  places  at  one  time  when  our  bills  are  being  heard,  as  well  as  those  of 
^"'-Miers  which  we  support.   He  stated  he  felt  this  year  we  should  try  to  limit  the  num- 
ber of  fills  filed  to  about  15  and  have  more  opportunity  to  fight  for  the  big  ones 
that  would  be  most  beneficial,  which  would  include  bills  filed  by  affilates  for 
which  support  is  requested.   He  gave  a  short  report  on  various  bills  and  their  stand- 
ings.  Vice  President  Stefani  and  other  Vice  Presidents  then  joined  in  discussion  on 
overtime  and  employment  agency  issues  contained  in  this  resolution.   Motion  made  and 
seconded  to  have  Resolve  No.  3  deleted  from  Resolution  No.  2  and  Resolution  No.  2 
as  amended  be  accepted.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

Several  Vice  Presidents  joined  in  discussion  on  overtime  and  employment  agency 
issues  contained  in  Resolution  No.  2.   Vice  President  Cleary  also  mentioned  that  he 
thought  the  Council  ought  to  look  into  the  possibility  of  putting  more  help  on  in 
Legislative  Department  due  to  anticipated  workload  getting  heavier,  judging  from  that 
expected,  just  only  in  his  own  union. 

At  this  point,  Vice  President  DiNunno  suggested  that  only  the  most  important 
issues  be  covered  by  legislation  which  would  drastically  cut  down  the  number  of  bills 
to  be  filed.

President  Sullivan  then  introduced  Brother  Rawson  of  I.B.E.W.  Local  103,  who  was 
requested  to  come  to  the  meeting  to  make  a  further  report  on  Pension  legislation. 
He  then  called  a  five-minute  recess  for  coffee  break,  which  beverage  was  not  available 
prior  to  meeting  -  time  10:20  a.m. 

At  this  time,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  tickets  were  available  for  members 
tor  Testimonial  Dinner  for  Exec.  V.  P.  Murray.

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Meeting  was  reconvened  at  10:25  a.m.  and  Brother  Rawson  then  made  his  report, 
which  he  said  was  "timely"  as  the  Senators  in  Washington  had  passed  a  Private  Pension 
■Reform  Bill  the  day  before,  93  -  0.   He  proceeded  to  read  excerpts  from  an  article  on 
same  contained  in  the  morning  issue  of  the  Sept.  20th  Boston  Record  -  Herald  Traveler 
newspaper.   Brother  Rawson  reported  the  purpose  of  the  bill  being  to  guarantee  mem- 
bers of  pension  plans  to  actually  receive  benefits  when  they  retire.   He  stressed 
the  two  major  components  were  funding  and  vesting  and  said  the  standards  on  funding 
in  the  bill  were  the  same  as  set  up  nationally  by  the  AFL-CIO.   V.  P.  Q'Donnell 
questioned  as  to  whether  the  bill  covered  profit  sharing,  and  Brother  Rawson  said 
he  did  not  believe  so.   On  the  issue  of  vesting,  he  reported  the  standards  set  forth 
in  the  bill  were  that  an  employee  would  be  guaranteed  25  percent  vesting  after  5 
years  of  service,  5  percent  additional  each  year  for  the  next  five  years,  and  10 
percent  additional  for  the  following  five  years.   A  plan  would  have  to  offer  survi- 
vor benefits  to  widows  equal  to  50  percent  of  the  husband's  payments.   This  would  be 
automatic  unless  rejected  in  writing.   An  employer  would  have  to  notify  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  of  the  vested  pension  rights  of  an  individual  when  he  leaves  his  job. 
When  the  individual  applies  for  Social  Security  benefits  upon  retirement,  the  govern 
ment  would  then  advise  him  of  his  private  pension  rights. 

On  the  State  Plan,  Brother  Rawson  reported  he  would  not  consider  opposing  same 
as  the  latest  changes  call  for  complete  regulation,  disclosure  and  registration, 
and  it  also  includes  profit  sharing  plans.   He  then  reported  on  rights  of  employees 
as  far  as  funding  and  vesting  are  concerned,  both  for  the  single  employer  and  multi- 
employer plans.   Only  one  factor  he  said  was  puzzling  to  him  -  Section  4  -  pertain- 
ing to  method  of  handling  of  payment  for  services  of  an  optician,  which  expense  is 
stated  is  to  be  paid  by  Pension  Fund.   Brother  Rawson  reported  he  did  not  see  why 
that  particular  issue  should  be  included  in  the  State  Plan.   President  Sullivan 
brought  out  that  this  issue  could  be  discussed  later.   Brother  Rawson  stated  he 
^J^eli   the  bill  was  a  favorable  one  and  this  issue  doesn't  take  away  from  it  and  also 
that  Federal  legislation  would,  take  care  of  it  anyway. 

Vice  President  Prendergast ,  as  Chairman  of  the  Pension  Committee,  then  spoke 
on  the  State  Plan  as  it  related  to  the  Federal  Plan. 

Motion  was  made  to  accept  Brother  Rawson 's  report  as  one  of  progress  and  that 
members  of  the  Pension  Committee  follow  through  on  State  Plan.   Duly  seconded  and  so 
voted.   The  Council  Members  then  thanked  Brother  Rawson  for  his  excellent  report  and 
he  left  the  meeting. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


President  Sullivan  reported  on  the  Committees  for  the  Convention  in  which  mem- 
bers are  listed,  but  not  indicated  as  delegates  on  the  credentials  sent  in  hy  their 
locals.  (The  Committee  Members  are  taken  from  previous  year's  lists).  In  order  to 
have  locals  properly  represented,  President  Sullivan  requested  authority  to  replace 
the  previous  delegate  with  one  indicated,  as  representing  the  local  involved.  Motion 
was  made  by  V.  P.  O'Donnell  to  concur  with  request.   Seconded  and  so  voted. 

President  Sullivan  then  reported  that  as  the  Executive  Officers  were  given 
authorization  to  work  out  whatever  they  thought  was  a  sensible  solution  on  Workmen's 
Compensation  and  Unemployment  Compensation  legislation  with  Attorney  Locke  and  Walter 
Muther  of  A.I.M.,  a  number  of  meetings  were  held  with  that  in  view.   He  then  read 
memorandum  received  from  Mr.  Muther  on  the  legislation  in  question  which  contained 
details  on  what  was  agreed  to  at  the  meetings  held.   In  order  for  the  Council  members 
i^to  have  this  information  firsthand,  President  Sullivan  reported  a  copy  of  the  memoran- 
dum would  be  sent  with  the  Minutes  of  this  Meeting. 
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During  reading. ox  the  document,  questions  were  raised  by  many  Vice  Presidents 
concerning  various  factors  contained  therein.   Both  Legislative  D  rector  Broyer  and 
V<i|P.  Prendergast  as  Chairman  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Committee  and  Unemploy- 
i,  Jit   Compensation  Committee,  explained  them  as  they  were  brought  up  -  such  as  change 
in  waiting  period  on  voluntary  quits  from  4  to  10  to  4  to  8  weeks;  increase  in  rate 
from  55%  to  57:%% ;  dependency  issue  and  the  right  of  skilled  worker  to  refuse  position 
at  lower  salary. 

V.  P.  Prendergast  reported,  as  Chairman  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Committee, 
that  in  meetings  held  with  Mr.  Muther,  we  tried  to  go  along  with  a  plan  that  would 
be  to  our  benefit.   He  stated  Attorney  Locke  started  off  with  85%  to  90%,  which  was 
resolved  to  83%.   However,  V.  P.  Prendergast  brought  out  the  fact  that  dependency  is 
the  big  issue  and  stated  if  we  were  going  to  do  away  with  it,  we  would  attempt  to 
get  equal  compensation  in  return. 

President  Sullivan  stc^ted  he  felt  this  was  a  good  agreement  and  recommended 
that  the  Council  approve  the  action  of  the  Committee. 

Motion  was  made  by  V.  P.  Stefani  to  approve  the  action  of  the  Committee  and  to 
accept  report  made  by  V.  P.  Prendergast  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  that  the 
continued  work  of  the  Committee  be  authorized  hy   Convention  action  through  Resolu- 
tions Committee  on  this  legislation  and  also  that  services  of  Attorney  Locke  be 
continued.   Seconded  by  V.  P.  O'Donnell  and  voice  voted. 

President  Sullivan  then  reported  that  in  order  to  knowledgeably  arrive  at 
satisfactory  conclusion  on  this  legislation,  he  recommended  that  James  O'Brien 
be  invited  to  meet  with  members  of  the  Committee  during  Convention  in  order  to  in- 
form him  of  the  different  phases  of  the  legislation  we  are  primarily  interested  in. 
^  V.ion  was  made  hy   V.  P.  Stefani,  Seconded  hy   V.  P.  O'Donnell  to  comply  with  Presi- 
dent Sullivan's  recommendation.   It  xvas  voice  voted. 

In  reply  to  question  raised  by  V.  P.  Farnham  on  matter  of  payment  for  services 
of  Attorney  Locke,  President  Sullivan  stated,  he  would  request  Attorney  Locke  to 
check  his  work  from  Aoril  on  and  would  reoort  back  to  the  Council  as  to  amount  of 
compensation  to  be  paid  to  Attorney  Locke. 

President  Sullivan  then  read  letter  received  from  the  State  County  Municipal 
Employees  with  reference  to  Senate  Bill  No.  1771.  In   that  connection,  President 
Sullivan  reported  it  was  his  duty  as  president  to  cc\rry  out  the  policy  of  the  Council 
when  two  or  more  unions  have  different  views  on  legislation.   After  having  turned 
over  the  Meeting  to  Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  for  a  brief  few  minutes  to  accept  a  phone 
call,  he  reported  that  in  that  call  he  had  received  information  pertaining  to 
Senate  Bill  No.  1935. 

Director  Broyer  then  gave  a  complete  and  concise  report  on  this  bill,  explaining 
that  all  the  unions  involved  concurred  on  this  legislation.   A  lengthy  discussion  was 
participated  in  by  mixny   of  the  Vice  Presidents  and  it  was  voted  unanimously  to  support 
Senate  Bill  No.  1935  and  that  a  letter  to  that  effect  be  sent  to  the  Great  and  General 
Court  of  the  Council's  action.   Director  Broyer  reported  that  the  limited  right  to 
strike  was  taken  out  of  the  bill.   V.  P.  Brunelle  voiced  his  opinion  that  while  he 
was  not  opposed  to  the  bill,  he  was  opposed  to  method,  of  negotiating  in  cities  and 
towns  as  they  have  no  control  over  it.   Leg.  Dir.  Broyer  reported  on  Compulsory 
Arbitration  Bill  for  Fire  Fighters  which,  on  action  of  the  Convention,  has  been  sup- 
ported since  1935.   He  made  motion  that  we  reaffirm  our  position  on  House  Bill  No. 
}>6.      Seconded  and  voice  voted.

Legislative  Director  Broyer  reported  that  there  were  several  bills  in  the 
Senate  and  referred  particularly  to  redrafting  of  the  bill  on  the  M.B.T.A.,  which 
affects  28  unions  on  their  properties.   He  reported,  that  he  had  requested  the 

resident  of  the  Senate  to  table  Bill  No.  1771  and  that  the  Governor's  office  is 
working  on  it.   Director  Broyer  also  reported  that  he  feels  we  are  going  to  have  a 
good  year  if  we  are  able  to  kill  the  anti-injunction  bills  and  have  the  holiday 
bill  changed  back  to  Veterans'  Day,  which  he  reported  is  still  being  held  in  the 
Senate  Ways  &  Means.   He  expressed  apprehension  about  the  next  legislative  session 
because  he  feels  the  tendency  of  the  voters  would  be  against  the  incumbents. 

Motion  made  to  accept  the  President's  report.   Seconded,  and  voice  voted. 

Motion  made  to  accept  the  Legislative  Director's  Report.   Seconded  and  voice 
voted. 

President  Sullivan  at  this  point  introduced  the  President  of  the  Boston  Teachers' 
Union,  John  Doherty,  and  his  companion,  Henry  Robinson,  Exec.  V.  P.  of  the  Boston 
Teachers  Union.   He  reported  President  John  Doherty  was  attending  the  meeting  to 
talk  on  a  subject  of  vital  interest  to  his  union. 

President  Doherty  thanked  the  Council  for  allowing  him  to  address  them. 
He  reported  that  his  Union  had.  voted  to  work  without  a  contract  until  such  time 
as  there  were  other  contracts  from  leadership  to  membership,  which  he  felt  were 
to  made  available  ivithin  a  short  time.   He  also  stated  he  felt  his  union  would 
be  in  contract  position  in  a  couple  of  months.   What  he  was  asking  for  was  the 
support  of  the  Council  in  attempt  to  obtain  satisfactory  negotiations.   He 
suggested  that  a  telegram  be  sent  to  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  Mayor 
White  urging  them  to  enter  into  contract  negotiations  with  the  Boston  Teachers 


.on  as  soon  as  possible. 


President  Sullivan  recommended,  that  in  view  of  the  request  by  Brother  Doherty 
that  action  be  taken  to  send  the  telegrams  requested  asking  them  to  expedite  nego- 
tiations with  a  fair  and  just  settlement  for  the  teachers.   The  telegram  to  Mayor 
White  to  be  concerned  with  appropriating  the  necessary  funds  for  the  anticipated, 
increase  in  salary  schedules.   He  also  suggested  that  a  meeting  be  arranged  with 
the  Mayor  and  representatives  of  the  Greater  Boston  Labor  Council.   Motion  was  made 
to  concur  with  recommendations,  duly  seconded,  and  voice  voted. 

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Callahn  reported  that  he  had  informed  the  officials  of  the  Guidance 
Directors'  Convention  in  Worcester,  we  would  not  participate  in  their  one-day  Con- 
ference due  to  the  lack  of  time  and  the  large  number  of  unions  on  the  panel. 
He  stated  he  had  further  informed  them  we  would,  be  happy  to  participate  in  another 
program  with  a  smaller  agenda  but  in  ail  good  faith  did  not  think  it  right  to  re- 
quest our  people  to  attend,  the  one  now  planned. 

Director  Callahan  also  spoke  on  question  raised  at  last  month's  meeting  regard- 
ing endorsement  procedure  and  stated  no  resolution  was  necessary.   In  rules  govern- 
ing this  procedure,  starting  with  section  43  through  46,  it  states  that  if  no  en- 
dorsement is  made  by  the  Central  Labor  Council,  then  the  State  COPE  will  act  on  its 
own,  except  in  the  case  of  a  presidential  election. 

Director  Callahan  referred,  to  a  special  election  in  Western  part  of  the  State 
^and  stated  that  the  Pioneer  Valley  State  Labor  Council  has  endorsed  Charles  Wojick 
±KXhf   Westfield  as  their  choice. 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  a  film  from  COPE  entitled  -  "Good  Work  for

Maximum  weekly  benefits  for  temporary  total,  temporary  partial,  and 
permanent  total  disability  are  to  be  increased  by  $10  for  injuries  occuring 
after  November  1,   1973,  and  by  an  additional  $5  for  injuries  occuring 
after  November  1,   1974. 

The  aggregate  maximum  benefit  for  temporary  total,  temporary  partial, 
or  combination  of  temporary  total  and  temporary  partial  shall  be  increased 
by  $2500  (to  $22,500)  for  injuries  occuring  after  November  1,   1973,  and  by 
an  additional  $1250  (to  $23,750)  for  injuries  occuring  after  November  1,   1974. 
This  will  maintain  the  duration  of  total,  benefits  for  temporary  total  or  tem- 
porary partial  or  combination  of  both  at  the  present  effective  level  of  250 
weeks  ($80  x  250  =  $20,  000). 

The  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO,  is  to  institute  its  own 
study  of  the  legislation  which  was  prepared  by  Laurence  S.   Locke,  Esq.  ,   in 
cooperation  with  representatives  of  A.  I.  M.  as  a  means  of  modernizing  and 
improving  weekly  workmen's  compensation  benefits  by  relating  such  benefits 
to  the  claimant's  average  weekly  spendable  income  rather  than  to  his  gross 
wages.  <  The  study  is  to  be  conducted  with  the  view  of  presenting  to  the  1975 
Legislature  for  its  consideration  legislation  which  would  effect  such  a  change. 

Maximum  weekly  benefit  amount  shall  be  increased  from  55%  of  the  average 
weekly  wage  in  covered  employment  to  57-1/2%  for  new  benefit  year  claims 
filed  on  or  after  the  first  Sunday  in  October,  1973.

The  Council  convened  at  2:10  p.m.  with  President  Sullivan  presiding. 

The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  Exec.  V.  P.  Murray. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  by  President  Sullivan  to  recently  nominated 
Vice  Presidents  Carol  Drew  and  Richard  Rodwell.   Congratulations  were  extended  to  the 
two  new  Vice  Presidents. 

President  Sullivan  requested  suspension  of  the  regular  order  of  business  so  that 
Chairman  Warren  and  Secretary  Kelly  of  the  Constitution  Comnu  ,  which  had.  met  earlier 
in   the  day,  could  make  a  report  to  the  Council.   Motion  was  made  to  concur,  seconded 
and  voice  voted. 

Brother  Warren  then  reported  he  had  received  information  that  Resolution  No.  26 
submitted  by  the  Executive  Council  pertaining  to  increase  of  2C  in  per  capita  tax 

3-  for  General  Fund  and  Id  for  COPE  Fund)  was  not  being  supported  by  full  complement 
its  members  and,  if  brought  to  the  floor  on  that  basis,  could  lead  to  serious  situa- 
.on  if  the  dissension  persisted.   While  he  was  of  the  opinion  the  money  was  needed, 
he  wanted  reassurance  of  complete  understanding  on  the  issue,  as  he  was  led  to  believe 
the  resolutions  submitted  by  the  Council  were  carried  by  unanimous  vote  when  submitted 
for  action  at  previous  meeting.   He  then  requested  Secretary  Kelly  to  report  further  on 
the  matter. 

Brother  Kelly  then  said  the  Committee  had  done  some  groundwork  at  Resolutions 
Committee  Meeting  on  the  issues  of  per  capita  tax  increase  and  bi-ennial  convention. 
He  stated  he  did  not  personally  want  either  and  reported  the  alternative  to  increase 
could  be  to  enlarge  the  membership  or  cut  expenses.   He  stated  when  such,  what  he 
would  call  unpopular  issues,  would  be  brought  up  at  future  committee  meetings,  if 
they  did  not  have  complete  support,  they  could  not  be  passed  unless  the  necessary 
votes  were  received.   Therefore,  he  wanted  to  know  what  was  the  position  of  the  entire 
Board  on  these  issues  so  he  would  have  reassurance  on  its  wishes. 

President  Sullivan  reported  resolutions  in  question  were  in  the  1973  Resolution 
Pamphlet  -  No.  26  calling  for  increase  in  per  capita  from  9d  to  lid,  and  Resolution 
No.  31  calling  for  Bi-ennial  Convention.   He  then  requested  any  of  the  Vice  Presidents 
who  were  opposed  to  the  resolutions  to  so  state  their  opposition. 

Vice  President  Farnham  and  Vice  President  Litano  reported  their  opposition  to 
dues  increase  and  bi-ennial  convention. 

Vice  President  O'Neil  reported  that  inasmuch  as  he  was  not  at  the  August  28th 
/King,  wherein  action  was  taken  on  the  resolutions,  he  wanted  to  be  recorded  as  in 
t^vor  of  same. 

Vice  President  Stefani  stated  he  felt  where  unanimous  vote  was  made  after  dis- 
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cussion  at  previous  meeting,  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

Vice  President  Weng  reported  that  while  he  also  was  not  at  August  28th 
.Resolutions  Meeting,  he  also  was  in  accord  with  action  taken. 

I 

Secretary  Kelly  again  stated  he  was  only  asking  for  reaffirmation  of  Council's 
decision  on  the  issues  so  his  committee,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  Board's  wishes, 
could  uphold  same.   He  also  stated  he  did  not  deny  the  rights  of  others  to  fight 
against  the  issues  when  brought  up  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  reported  that  while  she  was  not  at  Resolutions 
Meeting,  she  did  concur  with  Council's  action.   Also,  she  said  she  felt  if  any  mem- 
ber who  was  not  at  that  meeting  could  have  written  or  called  in  their  objection  after 
receiving  the  Minutes  of  the  August  28th  Meeting  containing  information  on  the  resold 
tions  acted  on  by  the  Council. 

Vice  President  Quinn,  also  absent  at  Resolutions  Meeting,  reported  he  was  in 
accord  with  resolution  for  increase  in  per  capita  tax. 

Vice  President  iRrendergast  reported,  that  inasmuch  as  last  increase  was  in 
1969,  he  was  in  accord  with  increase  of  per  capita  tax  as  covered,  in  the  resolution. 

Vice  President  DiNunno  suggested,  voice  vote  on  the  issue.   President  Sullivan 
reported  that  was  not  necessary  as  action  had  been  taken  at  August  28th  Meeting  on 
Resolutions  under  discussion.   He  further  stated  no  opposition  was  expressed  at  that 
time  to  the  resolutions  which  were  passed  by  unanimous  vote. 

Discussion  ended  and  regular  order  of  business  resumed.

"President  Sullivan  then  reported  that 
Senate  Bill  S-1935,  knowledge  of  which  he  had  just  received  in  phone  call,  is  bill 
to  which  all  parties  were  agreeable  and.  to  which  116  amendments  were  added,  and  a 
bill  to  also  now  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  could  give  its  weight  and  re- 
quest its  passage.   President  Sullivan  made  recommendation  that  the  Council  go  on 
record  as  favoring  its  passage  and  authorize  Leg.

Brunelle  at  previous  meeting  pertaining  to  delegates 
having  sufficient  copies  of  late-filed  resolutions.   This  ruling  was  brought  before 
the  Rules  Committee  as  action  of  the  Council  at  special  meeting  on  Resolutions, 
and  which  ruling  to  be  included  in  Rules  for  the  Convention. 
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Vice  President  'Weng-'  s  resolution  was  adopted  by  voice  vote.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  a  discussion  he  had  with  Brothers  Kelly  and 
Warren  as  to  what  financial  information  they  would  require  in  regard  to  resolution 
for  increase  in  per  capita  tax.   A  report  was  compiled  showing  variance  between 
1969  and  1973  figures  with  decrease  in  membership  since  1969  from  925  affiliates 
to  832.   As  with  every  organization  over  the  four-year  period,  increases  also 
occurred  in  costs  and  salaries.   Decrease  in  membership  went  from  325,000  in 
1969  to  231,692  in  1973.   Net  worth  also  went  down  from  $73,217.26  in  1969  to 
$35,636.95  in  1973,  so  he  stated  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  the  other  Executive  Officers  that  to  request  an  increase  in  per  capita  tax 
was  only  fair  and  proper  and  the  need  was  apparent.   President  Sullivan  requested 
the  support  of  the  Council  on  this  issue. 

With  reference  to  the  Bi-ennial  Convention,  President  Sullivan  reported  that 
if  the  Convention  was  to  be  wiped  out  every  other  year,  we  would  still  have  the 
COPE  Conference  in  the  intervening  year  because  of  rules  set  up.   He  reported  that 
as  a  result  of  action  taken,  a  Committee  was  appointed  whose  members  were  COPE 
Director  Callahan  as  Chairman,  Lawrence  C.  Sullivan  of  the  Greater  Boston  Labor 
Council,  Edward  T.  Sullivan  of  the  South  Middlesex  County  Labor  Council  and  Herman 
Greenberg  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  AFL-CI0  Council.   The  Committee  did  meet  and  set 
up  a  resolution  (No.  31)  to  Article  IV  and  the  way  it  would  be  held  next  year. 
..That  is  the  resolution  which  is  being  presented  for  action  and  if  the  Convention 

\s   voted  out  for  next  year,  the  delegates  could  still  get  together  because  we 
^^would  have  a  COPE  Conference.   He  reported  that  he  and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  were 
to  meet  with  the  Committee  on  the  resolution  sometime  Wednesday  morning,  October 
3rd.   That  was  his  report.   Motion  made,  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted  to  accept 
the  report. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  stated  he  did  not  have  a  financial  report  to 
make  due  to  the  short  interval  of  time  from  previous  meeting  on  September  20th, 
at  which  time  the  members  were  brought  up  to  date  on  finances,  and  the  present 
meeting  on  October  1st. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  a  lot  of  hard  work  had  been  done  by 
Director  Callahan  on  the  Scholarship  Program  and  stated,  that  for  the  first  time 
many  of  the  winners  would,  be  attending  a  Union  Convention  to  receive  the  awards 
that  were  to  be  given  out  on  Tuesday  afternoon  and  requested  good  attendance. 
He  then  proceeded  to  read  the  Convention  Program  covering  the  speakers  who  would 
be  coming  and  the  events  taking  place.   Motion  was  made  to  accept  the  Sec.-Treas, 's 
report.   Seconded  and  voice  voted. 

President  Sullivan  then  reported  he  wanted  to  make  as  part  of  the  Sec- 
Treasurer's  report  two  letters  sent  to  Governor  Sargent,  which  were  not  on  the 
agenda.   One  recommended  appointment  of  Mr.  Harold  Hirtle  of  the  Meat  Cutters 
Union,  Local  592,  to  the  Commission  to  study  Lock-Out  Strikers'  Benefit  Bill. 
The  other  listed  three  names  for  his  consideration  for  appointment  to  the  Special 
pommission  relative  to  the  feasibility  of  providing  a  tax  incentive  within  the  Un- 
employment Compensation  Fund  to  enhance  the  reemployment  of  individuals  receiving 
unemployment  compensation,  Senate  Bill  No.  1669.   The  names  submitted,  were  Antonio 

Svizzero  of  the  Shipbldrs.  Union,  James  DeRosa  of  the  Shoe  Workers  Union,  and 
Clifton  Somers  of  the  Steel  Workers  Union.*  with  one  of  the  three  to  be  appointed. 
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President  Sullivan  also  read  telegrams  sent  to  Mayor  White  and  the  members 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Boston  Teachers'  Union,  which 
'"ere  sent  in  response  to  request  for  support  made  by  their  President,  John  Doherty, 
ii,  the  September  20th  Council  Meeting.   Motion  was  made  to  accept  the  proof  of 
^otion  taken.   Seconded  and  voice  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  reported  on  the  standings  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  and 
Unemployment  Bills  in  the  legislature.   He  stated  also  he  felt  the  Mendonca  Bills 
would  be  killed  by  the  amendments  and.  changes  that  were  made. 

On  the  MoB.T.A.  reorganization  and  financing  bill  -  No.  H-7524,  he  reported 
that  he  and  V.  P.  Cleary  along  with  many  of  the  members  of  the  building  trades 
had  attended  the  hearing.   Director  Broyer  reported  he  thought  the  bill  was  going 
through  in  its  present  form  but  Winchester's  Representative  Chadwick  offered  an 
amendment  wherein  all  trustees  were  eliminated  by  a  vote  of  146  to  80.   Director 
Broyer  reported  he  and  V.  P.  Clearly  had.  met  with  House  Chairman  on  Transportation, 
Raymond  Rourke,  Representative  Melia  and  Speaker  Bartley  Just  before  his  arrival 
at  the  Meeting,  an  amendment  had  been  made  to  change  the  Board  of  Trustees  from 
5  to  3  which  he  said  killed  us  as  far  as  a  labor  representative  on  the  Board. 
This  would  be  up  for  hearing  the  next  day  and  all  the  unions  involved  know  about  it. 

Director  Broyer  reported  all  of  the  anti-injunction  bills  are  pointed  directly 
at  I.U.E.  and  Shipyard  Workers  because  they  come  from  General  Electric  and  General 
Dynamics  and  have  been  put  into  study  in  Rules,  which  committee  is  not  going  to 
appropriate  any  money.   All  indications  are  that  they  are  going  to  be  there  until 
the  first  of  November  and  maybe  the  15th.   Motion  made  to  accept  the  Legislative 
Director's  report  by  V.  P.  Cleary,  seconded  by  V.  P.  O'Donnell  and  accepted  by  voice 
te. 
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Vice  President  Cleary  then  reported  that  what  they  were  doing  was  cutting 
down  the  number  of  persons  on  Board  of  Directors  instead,  of  elimination  of  the 
Board.   He  said  it  was  imperative  to  have  a  labor  representative  on  the  Board, 
regardless  of  who  he  is  and  asked,  the  Board  Members  to  call  on  their  representa- 
tives in  that  regard,  as  there  are  27  unions  involved.   Motion  was  made  to  accept 
V.  P.  Cleary' s  report  to  include  1.  -  that  the  Board  members  call  their  representa- 
tives on  behalf  of  this  piece  of  legislation;   2.  -  that  the  Leg.  Director  and 
Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  go  to  the  State  House  and  talk  to  the  leaders  regarding  our 
favoring  this  bill  and  3.  -  that  we  should  also  send  telegrams  to  leadership  in- 
forming them  our  men  are  attending  hearing  to  speak  on  this  bill.   Seconded  and 
so  voted. 

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  Front  Lash  was  going  to  hold  a  training  pro- 
grm  at  Piney  Point,  Maryland.   Paul  Hall  of  the  Seafarer's  Union  is  cooperating 
by  allowing  the  facilities  at  Piney  Point  to  hold  such  a  program.   A  grant  is  also 
being  given  by  the  Seafarer's  Union  to  help  training  of  people  for  future  political 
campaigns,  particularly  Congressional  Campaigns.   It  is  expected  that  we  will  be 
requested  to  fund  a  young  person  in  each  of  the  12  Congressional  Districts  who 
will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  this  program. 

The  Democratic  Charter  Committee  is  meeting  in  Atlanta  in  November  and  Director 
Callahan  reported  he  had  talked,  with  John  Perkins  of  National  COPE  relative  to  this 
patter  and  he  informed  him  that  it  is  imperative  for  Vice  President  O'Donnell  to  be 
^ln  attendance  at  the  meeting  inasmsuch  as  determining  action  and  votes  are  to  be 
taken  at  the  meeting.   Motion  made  to  send  V.  P.  O'Donnell,  as  Charter  Committee 
Member,   to  the  meeting  with  expenses  included.   Seconded  and  voice  voted.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


President  Sullivan  reported  meeting  of  Executive  Officers  three  times  after 
Convention  and  the  first  matter  of  business  was  that  this  organization  needs  one 
spokesman  where  there  are  positions  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  during  the  period 
between  Council  Meetings.   President  Sullivan  requested  authorization  that  he  as 
President  be  that  spokesman  and  position  of  the  Council  be  made  through  him  on  all 
matters  that  would  involve  the  State  House,  people  in  Washington,  newspapers, 
radio  and  television.   That  was  his  recommendation.   Motion  made,  duly  seconded 
and  voice  voted. to  accept  President  Sullivan's  recommendation. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  expressed  his  willingness  to  cooperate  on  the 
matter  of  the  President  setting  the  policy  for  the  Council  but  felt  he  was  being 
denied  his  right  as  a  full-time  officer  to  express  his  views  in  the  future  on  any 
matters  that  would  come  up  and  stressed  for  example  his  appearance  at  the  State 
House  to  fight  the  insurance  companies  on  tax  incentive,  which  was  defeated.   He 

jted  the  matter  of  the  President  being  the  sole  spokesman  for  the  Council  was 
n^  yer  an  issue  before  and  said  he  did  not  feel  it  was  right. 

Vice  President  Mulloney  reported  he  felt  a  full-time  officer  should  have  full 
time  duty,  but  the  setup  of  the  Board  has  been  that  the  President  of  the  Council, 
as  the  leader,  has  the  final  word.   Vice  President  Mulloney  continued  that  the 
President  in  his  capacity  as  the  principal  spokesman  could  report  his  position  on 
the  various  issues  in  the  interim  between  Council  Meetings  to  the  Executive  Officers 
at  their  meetings.   He  also  said  he  felt  the  step  taken  was  a  necessary  one  in  view 
of  anticipated  bad  political  times  to  come  and  the  necessity  of  the  Council  speaking 
with  one  voice.   Motion  made  to  accept  recommendation  of  unity.   Seconded  and  voice 
voted  with  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  recorded  as  opposed. 

President  Sullivan  then  reported  he  did  not  think  he  was  taking  away  any  author- 
ity from  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  and  duties  of  his  position.   He  further  stated  he  did 
not  interfere  with  any  of  his  duties  in  the  office. 

President  Sullivan  reported  on  letter  from  J.  D.  Kelly,  Northern  N.  E.  States 
Assoc,  regarding  recommendation  of  James  Broyer  for  position  of  Legislative  Director. 
He  then  reported  Brother  Broyer  in  a  letter  to  the  Council  dated  November  9th,  1973 
stated  he  wanted  his  name  deleted  for  consideration  to  the  position  of  Legislative 
Director.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (continued) 

In  regard  to  the  legislative  program  for  1974,  President  Sullivan  reported 
that  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  Convention,  which  require  legislation,  have  been 
turned  over  to  Bob  Segal  to  be  written  up  and  presented  to  the  General  Court  by  the 
)Lrst  week  in  December.   The  General  Court  would  also  be  notified  of  whoever  is 
approved  as  the  Legislative  Director.   Motion  made,  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted 
to  accept  action  taken. 

Vice  President  Campobasso  made  motion  that  we  accept  former  Legislative 
Director  Broyer's  letter  as  not  interested  in  the  position  and  place  it  on  file. 
This  was  duly  seconded  and  voi  ce  voted. 

Vice  President  Campobasso  then  reported  that  inasmuch  as  the  Legislative 
Director's  position  was  a  fulltime  job,  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council 
should  hire  a  man  to  serve  the  Council  on  a  fulltime  basis  and  not  consider  a  man 
who  has  direct  connection  as  a  voted  officer  of  any  other  organization,  because  of 
the  Council's  previous  experience.   President  Sullivan  reassured  him  that  the 
applicants  would  be  briefed  on  the  duties  of  the  Legislative  Director  and  what 
would  be  expected  of  them. 

There  was  a  discussion  among  the  Vice  Presidents  as  to  the  cutoff  date  for 
submission  of  application  for  the  position  of  Legislative  Director  and  it  was 
agreed  by  a  vote  of  18  to  10  to  extend  the  date  from  November  15th  to  November  30th. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported,  that  the  person  taking  the  position  would  be 
expected  to  attend  all  Board  Meetings  but  would  not  be  permitted  to  attend  meetings 
that  would  demand  his  time  during  legislative  session  or  special  hearings. 

V.  P.  Weng  reported  he  had  one  criticism  to  make  and  that  was  the  former 
legislative  Director  seemed  to  confine  his  efforts  primarily  to  the  bread  and 
outter  issues  and  avoided  issues  affecting  race  relations.   He  requested  that  in 
the  futui-e  race  relations  and.  civil  rights  issues  also  be  contained  in  Legislative 
Director's  report,  as  many  members  paying  per  capita  tax  would  be  interested  in 
such  issues. 

Vice  President  Quinn  reported  he  felt  that  the  person  taking  the  job  should 
be  informed  in  writing  of  what  his  responsibilities  are.   Also,  if  he  is  a  presi- 
dent of  a  local  union  he  should  not  be  eligible  and  if  he  is  president  of  a  local 
council  he  should  not  be  eligible.   President  Sullivan  stated  that  what  is  in- 
tended is  that  we  spell  out  in  writing  for  approval  by  the  Council  Members  just 
what  duties  are  entailed  in  position  of  Legislative  Director. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  to  accept  the  President's  report.   It  was  so 
voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  then  proceeded  to  read  the  General  Fund  financial 
report.   Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  his  report.   It  was  so  voted. 

Vice  President  Prendergast  reported,  he  thought  some  consideration  should  be 
given  to  appointing  a  committee  to  follow  through  on  study  to  increase  the  per 
capita  tax  at  the  next  Convention.   He  then  made  motion  that  a  committee  be 
formed  for  this  purpose  so  that  at  the  next  Convention  recommendation  can  be 
made  with  facts  and  figures,  which  was  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  we  do  need  at  lot  of  help.   He  requested 
that  Council  Members  set  up  meetings  around  the  state  which  he  can  attend  to  try 
and  increase  membership.   At  this  point  he  also  mentioned  the  necessity  of  keeping

what  transpires  at  a  Council  Meeting  within  the  confines  of  the  Meeting  Room 
which  is  for  the  Council  Members  only.   Motion  made,  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted 
to  accept  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin's  report. 

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Callahan  reported  that  the  test  for  the  High  School  Scholarship  Pro- 
gram is  to  be  given  on  April  3,  1974.   All  of  the  high  schools  throughout  the 
state  will  be  informed  by  letter. 

Director  Callahan  also  reported,  that  the  program  has  been  increased  by  two 
$500  continuing  scholarships  from  the  State  Carpenters'  Council,  which  means  that 
in  four  years  the  amount  would  reach  $4,000  a  year,  a  contribution  that  is  deeply 
appreciated  and  also  will  add  much  to  the  program.   Local  201  of  the  I.U.E.  has 
joined  the  program,  too,  by  contribution  of  two  $300  scholarships;  well  worth 
while  and  also  appreciated.   "Engineers  Local  4  have  increased  their  scholarship 
by  $200,  also  a  fine  contribution.   Director  Callahan  stated  he  was  pleased  with 
the  support  given  the  program. 

With  reference  to  the  Gompers-Murray  Dinner,  which  is  being  held  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Labor  Institute  program  on  April  18th  and  19th  at  the  High  Point 
Motor  Inn  in  Chicopee,  Director  Callahan  reported  that  an  outstanding  program  has 
been  set  up.   He  then  proceeded  to  read  the  list  of  speakers  who  would  be  attend- 
ing and  events  taking  place.   Director  Callahan  reported  that  for  the  first  time 
an  award  would  be  given  to  a  member  of  the  Kennedy  family.   Since  the  late 
President  Kennedy  served  in  Congress,  a  "Kenned"  has  always  served  on  the  Labor 
Committee  of  the  United  States.   Now,  in  recognition  of  their  service  to  the 
labor  movement,   Senator  Edward  Kennedy  will  be  the  first  member  of  his  family 
Jo  receive  the  Gompers-Murray  Award  from  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council;  an  action 
which  will  be  both  pleasant  and  justified.   Further,  an  award  will  also  be  made 
to  a  longtime  member  of  the  labor  movement  -  a  labor  leader  who  has  served  well 
and  contributed  much  over  the  years.   These  two  events,  Director  Callahan  thought 
should  add  much  to  the  meeting  at  High  Point.   In  his  talk  Director  Callahan  re- 
ported that  prices  have  increased,  as  is  the  case  with  everything,  and  the  fee 
would  be  $50  this  year,  which  does  include  lodging  for  one  night,  breakfast  the 
morning  of  April  19th,  two  luncheons  and  two  dinners.   He  requested  support  in 
purhcase  of  the  tickets.   Motion  made  to  accept  Director  Callahan's  report. 
Seconded  and  voice  voted. 

V.  P.  Brunelle  requested  that  when  sending  out  information  to  loGals  on 
the  Scholarship  Program,  it  include  information  as  to  the  schools  involved  in 
his  area  who  are  participating. 

Vice  President  DeRosa  requested  permission  to  leave  meeting  to  attend  to 
union  business  at  11:50  a.m. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT    ' 

Executive  Vice  President  Murray  acting  as  temporary  Legislative  Director 
remarked  on  Brother  Weng's  previous  statement  that  racial  problems  be  included 
in  the  Legislative  Director's  report.   It  brought  to  his  mind  an  instance  where 
support  of  two  black  representatives  could  have  made  the  difference  on  the  Com- 
pulsory Arbitration  Bill  as  the  Governor's  veto  was  sustained  by  only  one  vote; 
152  to  76  could  have  overridden  the  veto,  the  vote  was  151  to  77, 

Exec.  V.  P.  Murray  also  spoke  on  the  bill  which  would  have  given  tax  re- 
duction to  home-based  insurance  companies  in  Massachusetts  to  the  vtune  of  about

44  million,  due  to  tax  reschedule,  which  bill  was  defeated.   He  also  spoke  on  the 
Turnkey  Housing  Bill,  in  regard  to  which  there  was  a  difference  of  opinion  between 
"-wo  unions,  which  was  also  defeated  by  a  narrow  margin. 

Executive  Vice  President  Murray  stated  that  he  had  been  filling  in  as  Legis- 
lative Director  but  was  not  a  candidate  for  the  position.   He  reported  he  would  be 
glad  to  assist  the  person  appointed,  as  he  felt  he  knew  his  way  around  the  State 
House . 

Vice  President  Weng  brought  up  the  matter  of  the  Racial  Imbalance  Law  coming 
before!  the  legislature.   He  said  he  knew  there  were  real  problems  on  the  issue  of 
bussing  but  requested,  the  Council  send  a  letter  to  the  President  of  the  Senate 
and  Speaker  of  the  House  relative  to  the  Council's  position  on  helping  black  chil- 
dren obtain  a  real  education  he  said  he  felt  was  not  obtainable  in  a  black  district. 
President  Sullivan  made  recommendation  that  a  letter  be  sent  as  requested  when  it 
was  determined  what  the  action  of  the  legislature  was  on  Governor  Sargent's  veto, 
which  was  to  take  place  the  same  day  as  the  Council  Meeting. 

Motion  was  made  to  accept  the  legislative  report  by  acting  Legislative  Dir. 
Ex.  V.  P.  Murray,  which  was  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted. 

Vice  Pres.  Sonsini  reported  he  felt  that  Executive  Vice  President  Murray  was 
doing  an  excellent  job  in  his  capacity  as  acting  Legislative  Director,  to  which 
President  Sullivan  agreed,  but  stated  Executive  Vice  President  Murray  had  stated 
he  does-  not  want  the  position. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  reported  on  meeting  of  the  Charter  Commission  in 
Atlanta.   She  reported  the  program  was  gone  into  thoroughly  and  the  Charter  will 

j written  up  for  presentation  at  a  final  meeting  which  will  take  place  in  Febru- 
ary.  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  report  as  one  of  progress.   It  was 
voice  voted. 

At  this  point,  President  Sullivan  brought  up  the  matter  of  reconfirmation 
of  the  Directors  and  Legal  Counsel.   Directors  Callahan  and  Kable  were  reconfirmed; 
also  Legal  Consultant  Al  Clifton  and  Legal  Counsel  Bob  Segal.   Acting  Legislative 
Director  Executive  Vice  President  Murray,  was  reconfirmed  for  that  position  until 
an  appointment  is  made  to  fill  that  position.   This  action  of  reconfirmation  was 
confirmed  by  voice  vote. 

V.  P.  Campobasso  spoke  on  resolution  that  was  passed  by  the  National  AFL-CIO 
asking  that  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Richard  M.  Nixon,  resign  or 
call  for  his  impeachment,  and  V.  P.  Campobasso  requested  to  know  the  Council's 
position  on  this  issue.   President  Sullivan  in  reply  reported  that  we  will  follow 
the  national  policy  and  notify  our  locals  to  write  to  their  Congressmen  in  Washing- 
ton to  get  the  President  to  resign  and  stated  if  he  does  not  resign,  then  he 

ought  to  be  impeached.

President  Sullivan  then  reported  on  the  various  topics  taken  up  at  the 
National  AFL-CIO  Convention  held,  recently  in  Florida.   He  reported  the  Murray-Green 
National  Award  was  given  to  Mrs.  Lyndon  Baines  Johnson.   A  resolution  was  passed 
to  cooperate  and  assist  the  Farah  plant  strikers.   The  United  Farm  Workers  organi- 
zation is  now  a  small  international  union  of  the  AFL-CIO  -  The  AFL-CIO  Farm 
Workers  Union.   They  still  need  assistance  and  would  like  contributions  of  $10- 

$15  from  those  who  can  contribute.   Another  meeting  of  the  Executive  Officers 
vij.11   be  held  to  assist  them. 
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As  far  as  the  Colorado  Council  is  concerned,  it  was  discussed  and  a  vote  was 
taken  to  uphold  the  Executive  Council  in  its  stand, regarding  suspension. 

Vice  President  Campobasso  reported  that  anyone  wanting  to  order  Christmas 
Cards  from  Farah  could  obtain  them  by  directing  communication  to  him  at  73  Tremont 
St.,  Boston,  02108.   He  reported  Farah  is  fighting  back  in  the  courts  and  have  had 
to  shut  down  some  of  their  plants  and  those  in  operation  are  only  working  two  to 
two  and  a  half  days  a  week.   The  strike  is  also  expected  to  last  at  least  four  or 
five  more  years  at  great  expense  to  his  union.   Also,  he  reported  Farah  is  now 
calling  for  an  election  and  that  management  is  willing  to  let  the  workers  decide 
whether  they  want  a  union  or  not.   Vice  President  Campobasso  also  reported  on  the 
effects  that  the  strike  had  on  their  earnings.   He  expressed  appreciation  of  what 
the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  is  doing  for  them  and  reported  that  the  resolution 
passed  at  the  National  Convention  was  a  very  strong  one. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  the  Council  is  using  Farah  Christmas  Cards 
this  year. 

Motion  was  made,  duly  seconded  and  voice  voted  to  accept  President  Sullivan's 
report  of  events  at  the  National  Convention. 

Vice  President  Dyson  spoke  on  the  necessity  of  additional  help  in  the  Fall 
River  area  to  expedite  the  issuance  of  checks  for  the  unemployed  during  the  holiday 
season.   Also  he  called  attention  to  Senate  Bill  530,  which  would  make  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield  contract  with  hospitals  in  the  Western  part  of  the  state. 

Vice  President  Campobasso  also  reported  on  procedures  followed  by  Blue  Cross- 
B]ue  Shield  in  area  of  coordination  of  benefits  in  dealing  with  hospitals  and 
j   ients  directly.   He  suggested  that  this  matter  be  taken  up  with  Blue  Cross  - 
Biue  Shield  and  have  them  come  up  with  some  recommendation  to  change  the  pro- 
cedure.  Law  affecting  entire  Blue  Cross  -  Blue  Shield  should  be  explored  he 
stated  further. 

Motion  made  to  support  Senate  Bill  No.  530,  seconded  and  voice  voted. 

At  this  time  a  motion  was  made  to  adjourn  the  Meeting,  seconded  and  voice 
voted.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  reported  that  as  a  result  of  interviewing  applicants 
for  the  position  of  Legislative  Director,  two  men  were,  selected.

President  Sullivan  reported  that  he  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin 
had  met  with  the  farm  workers  and  local  unions  are  going  to  be  requested 
to  make  a  monetary  contribution  on  a  monthly  basis  and  further  requested 
that  monies  be  forwarded  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  in  order 
that  a  record  may  be  kept  of  what  local  unions  are  doing  for  the  farm  workers. 
The  names  of  the  Vice  Presidents  are  to  appear  on  the  letterhead  and  a 
motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded  to  continue  our  support  of  the  farm 
workers  union. 

President  Sullivan  also  reported  that  he  met  with  the  Governor  on  the 

energy  crisis  following  which  it  was  agreed  that  the  President  would 

give  a  news  release  to  the  paper.  He  reported  on  the  Governor's 

11  Point  Program  as  well  as  the  report  of  the  Energy  Crisis  Meeting 

held  at  the  Statler  Hilton  Hotel  on  December  13,  1973.  The  New  England 

Council  was  meeting  on  the  same  date  to  discuss  the  energy  crisis. 

He  also  reported  that  Delegate  Walter  Ryan,  the  Chairman  of  the  Transporatation 

Committee,  attended  the  meeting  being  conducted  in  Hartford  with  Mr.  Simon, 

the  Director  of  the  Energy  Program.  He  also  stated  that  we  are  not  in 

approval  of  the  Governor' s  request  for  emergency  powers  and  suggested 

that  we  contact  Congressman  Thomas  P.  O'Neill  suggesting  that  a  meeting 

be  held  in  Boston  to  discuss  the  energy  crisis. 

Many  of  the  Vice  Presidents  discussed  the  energy  crisis  and  related 
matters . 

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  approve  the  Council's  efforts  in 
the  energy  crisis  and  also  for  authority  to  take  any  further  action 
which  may  be  necessary. 

At  11:00  A.M.  the  selection  of  a  Legislative  Director  was  discussed. 

Vice  President  Parnham  asked  if  the  Council  had  considered  hiring  a 
young,  articulate  and  knowledgeable  young  person  to  carry  out  the 
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duties  of  the  Legislative  Director  and  a  list  of  those  who  had  applied 
for  the  position  was  read  to  the  members. 

President  Sullivan  presented  the  names  of  Paul  Halloran  and  William  Cashman 
as  applicants  for  the  position  of  Legislative  Director.  He  then  gave  a 
resume  of  the  two  candidates. 

President  Sullivan  reported  that  legislation  had  been  discussed  with 
Attorneys  Locke  and  Segal  and  all  legislation  had  been  filed. 

Vice  President  Sonsini  also  gave  a  background  on  Mr.  Cashman  and  a 
motion  was  then  made  and  seconded  to  proceed  with  the  election. 
Results  were  William  Cashman  -  1$  votes,  Paul  Halloran  -  12  votes 
and  Angelo  Colella  -  2  votes. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  results  be  accepted  and 
the  Election  Committee  be  discharged.  It  was  so  voted. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  President's  report. 
It  was  so  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASI3RER' S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  then  proceeded  to  read  the  General  Fund  &  COPE 

financial  report. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report. 
It  was  so  voted. 

COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  John  Callahan  reported  that  House  Bill  77^2  had  been  signed  by 
Governor  Sargent.  This  legislation  is  a  means  toward  unification  of 
registration  throughout  the  State. 

He  also  reported  that  complete  mailing  on  the  area  conference  to  be  held 
on  March  llj.,  1973  iiad  been  completed  and  that  registration  is  not  necessary 
at  this  conference,  all  are  welcome. 

The  New  England  Council  delegation  has  been  notified  of  our  interest  in 
H.R.  80^3.  This  proposed  legislation  is  for  post  card  registration  for 
federal  elections  only.  It  has  no  bearing  on  City  or  State  elections. 

AFSC  &  ME  has  increased  their  scholarship  program  from  $100  to  $200.00 
and  Local  ll80  announced  a  new  scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $100.00  which 
brings  our  total  for  the  year  197^4-  to  well  over  $20,000. 

Senator  Kennedy  -  William  TJssery  -  Father  Gavin  -  Prank  Murphy  and  Donald 
McKenzie  have  signified  their  intention  of  attending  the  Gompers-Murray 
Institute . 

All  affiliates  will  be  notified  of  the  Institute  prior  to  the  end  of  the 
year  and  we  are  requesting  their  cooperation  in  making  the  affair  a  success.

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COPE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (cont'd) 

The  Advisory  Committee  to  the  University  Labor  and  Research  Center 
met  on  Friday,  December  I4,  1973*  Dr.  Allison  -  doing  a  study  on 
the  economy  of  Massachusetts  and  related  matters.  Maurice  Donohue  - 
studies  going  on  relative  to  the  Western  part  of  the  State,  School 
of  Engineering  and  School  of  Business  involved.  Expansion  of  small 
businesses  -  T.V.  programs  -  lectures.  Ed  Lassman  discussed  Westover  - 
Boston  and  Otis  closing.  Committee  appointed  to  help  alleviate  the 
problem  of  those  discharged  workers.  Ken  Lyons  is  the  Labor  Representative 
to  the  Committee* and  federal  funds  are  available  for  retraining.  The 
definite  date  of  closing  is  June  30,  1974  for  the  Boston  shipyard. 

Motion  made  to  accept  Director  Callahan's  report.  Seconded  and  voice 
voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Executive  Vice  President  Murray,  the  temporary  Legislative  Director, 
advised  the  Council  that  29  or  30  bills  had  been  filed  in  the  State 
House  with  the  help  of  Representatives  Howe,  Flaherty,  Bauxbaum,  Nash, 
Brett  and  Brownell. 

He  also  advised  the  Council  that  he  had  filed  a  bill  dealing  with 
revising  the  dependency  limits  in  payment  of  Unemployment  Compensation 
which  he  explained  in  detail.  He  asked  for  the  Council's  approval 
of  this  bill. 

Executive  Vice  President  Murray  told  the  Council  that  everyone  would 
receive  a  letter  detailing  the  legislation  that  had  been  filed  for 
1974. 

Motion  was  made  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report  and  approve  the  bill 
that  Executive  Vice  President  Murray  had  filed.  Motion  was  seconded 
and  voice  voted. 

President  Joseph  A.  Sullivan  called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  an 
invitation  he  received  from  Boston  College  School  of  Management  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  asked  for  the  approval  of  the 
Council  to  accept  the  same. 

The  Motion  to  allow  President  Sullivan  to  accept  was  seconded  and 
voice  voted. 

President  Sullivan  then  pointed  out  to  the  Council  the  communication 
he  received  from  the  Mass.  Health  Council  &  Mass.  Public  Health  Assoc, 
re  sessions  to  be  held  on  health  and  appointment  of  person  or  persons 
to  attend  or  receive  minutes  and  asked  that  the  Council  recommend 
someone.  He  also  called  the  Council's  attention  to  the  thank  you 
note  received  from  Patrick  E.  Gorman,  S.-T.  Amal.  Meatcutters  and 
Butcher  Workmen  and  the  letter  from  W.  Berman,  N.E.  Chairman  Israel 
Histadrut  Committee  relative  to  the  dinner  to  honor  former  Speaker 
McCormack  on  Thursday,  April  16,  1974. 

Vice  President  Farnham  asked  about  the  communication  from  Pres.  diCicco 
IUE  New  England  District  Council  2  requesting  an  appearance  before  the 
Exec.  Council  on  amendment  no.  49  to  Constitution.  President  Sullivan 
explained  the  amendment  and  advised  that  there  had  been,  no  opportunity

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to  speak  with  President  diCicco  but  that  a  meeting  would  "be  set  up. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  turn  communications  over  to  the  Executive 
Officers  and  adjourn.  So  ordered.
